Business feels sting of GOP losses: Chamber leader

Illinois businessmen were warned Thurs- 


day tt» keep tliuir hands on their wnl- 
lets while the Democrat-dominated Illi- 
nois Gcnrral Aascmbly is lurking about 
in Springfield. 


At a legislative briefing conducted by 


Iho Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
It Chicago, businessmen al.so were ad- 
visod to scream loudly for help from 
their few Republican friends remaining 
In Springfield when the legislature starts 
eying their pockctbooks. 


Addressing more than 150 business 


loaders from the Chicago area, Chamber 


president Lester W. Brann Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 70th 
General Assembly are moves to ulter the 
constitutional requirement for an (i-to-5 
ratio between corporate and individual 
state income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget in the next fiscal year. 


Urann said the greatest threat to busi- 


ness in legislative matters during the 
next two years is the increased influence 
of organized labor. 


WITH DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


the House and the Senate, Brann pointed 
out that labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


In 90 per cent of the House races in 1964, 
and 62 per cent of Senate races. 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 139 candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of 35-24. 


"We lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly in the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the pastl" 


Brann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual income tax 
rates — but that a series of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep those tax 
bills at the same level, placing the bur- 
den of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block a statewide referendum 
which 


would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they will think twice about 
raising any taxes," he said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 


ager, Paul Ncal. warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget in the next year, although it is 
expressly forbidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget has grown from 


$4.4 billion to $8.4 billion from 1971 to the 
current year, Neal pointed out, increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes. 


Between fiscal 1971 and fiscal 1973, 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, but spend- 
ing climbed by 53 per cent.At that rate, 


Neal snid. the state now is at the point 
where Gov. Daniel Walker's recent pro- 
posed budget of S10.8 billion would ex- 
haust all financial reserves in fiscal 197ti. 


But. Neal warned, state Chamber esti- 


mates indicate that Walker has over- 
estimated revenues and underestimated 
spending for the next year. 


Chamber officials warned the business- 


men that they must take an active inter- 
est in legislative matters and remain m 
close contact with their local legislators 
to avert a spate of legislation that will be 
costly to business.

Ten hopefuls for village office and four 


park district candidates made 
five- 


minute platform statements and an- 
swered questions. 


Most of the candidates discussed vil- 


lage growth as the most important issue- 
in the April 15 election. Village president 
candidate Kdward Fahlsh attacked the 
current village boatd .saying 
Buffalo 


Grovo was "raped" last year when the 


board approved apartment zoning around 
the Buffalo Grove golf course. 


He said he would fight for "balanced 


zoning" between single and multi-family 
housing units. 


TRUSTEE JAMES Shirley said he was 


n "strong supporter" of tightly controlled 
village growth. 


He also said it is Important for the vil- 


lage to "learn to live" with current reve- 
nues and pledged to fight further proper- 
ty tax increases. 


John Maricnthal, another trustee hope- 


ful, said he would set up a network of 
representatives in each of the 12 village 
voting precincts. The representatives 
would contact residents before each

form him of their opinions on village 
matters.

ANOTHER VILLAGE president candi- 


date, incumbent trustee Randall Rathjcn, 
said he was concerned with "the quality 
of life and tow we are going to pay for 
it." 


He said the village must "encourage 


new types of revenue" to increase the 
village tax base by commercial de«jl- 
opmcnts. 


Edward Osmon, also seeking the vil- 


lage presidency, said the village board 
should conduct board meetings away 
from village hall at least four times a 
year to cure what he called a "splinter" 
between certain areas of the village. He 
also said officials should try and exert 
more influence over development in 
fringe areas of unincorporated Lake 
County around Buffalo Grove to ensure 
quality growth. 


DURING HIS five-minute talk, Village 


Pros. Gary Armstrong defended acquisi- 
tion of the Buffalo Grove golf course, 
saying it was "one of the finest things 
we've ever done." He said the intent of 
taking over the golf course was to pre- 
serve open space in the village. 


By moving ahead with plans for the 


town center he said "we have a unique 
opportunity to create a community that 
is a cut above the others." 


Trustee candidate Dorothy Berth criti- 


cised the current village board for allow- 
ing too much apartment zoning in the 
last several years. 


Ralph Swanson, candidate for trustee, 


said he would "scrounge to get the best 
we can from developers" wanting to 
build in the village. 


THE VILLAGE stould revise its mas- 


ter poan and place stricter controls on 
growth, said Robert Bogart, running for 
village trustee. "We must now be more 
selective in what we approve and wliat 
we won't approve. We can't be a Long 
Grove but we can't be a village of 60,000 
people living on top of each other," he 
said. 


Gary Ikens said he would try to bring 


a "positive and constructive attitude" to 
the village board. He said he has main- 
tained a "positive and independent atti- 
tude" as a member of the Dist. 06 Board 
of Education and said he hopes to "carry 
the attitude" to the village board as a 
trustee. 


Village considers 
soil-erosion law 
for developers

The 
group is also being supplied with a sam- 
ple erosion ordinance under considerat- 
ion by Lake County officials.

The driver of the auto, Helene Solo- 


mon, 40, of 1015 Alden Ln., Buffalo 
Grove, has not been charged.

Mrs. Rech said the ordinance could be 


geared at requiring developers to outline 
what steps they would take to control 
erosion before being allowed to build. 


It could also require retention of top- 


soil in special areas and replacing it 
where it had been stripped away during 
construction. 


Slower-than-cxpected growth in Buffalo 


Grove has allowed officials more time to 
study an ordinance. "If we had the 
growth that was projected for this year 
we would have to move much more 
quickly in this regard, but now we have 
a little more time," Mrs. Rech said. 


THE COMMITTEE WILL meet next 


month with the plan commission and rep- 
resentatives of the Lake County Soil and 
Water Conservation District for discuss- 
ion of a village ordinance. 


Ronald M. Nargang, executive director 


of the district, said "What we want to 
see is for developers to minimize the off- 
site impact of erosion. Storm sewers and 
waterways fill up off the sites and tax- 
payers dollars have to go clean them 
out." 


He said erosion sediment is the largest 


single water pollutant in Lake County. 


Mrs. Rech said the proposal could be 


put before the village board this spring. 


PUBLIC WORKS employes in Buffalo 
Grove have been trimming parkway 
trees throughout the village for the 


last three weeks. Some 125 to 200 
trees are being pruned daily. 


'Not hacking them up' 
Public works director 
defends tree trimming 


Charles McCoy, Buffalo Grove public 


works director, said crews trimming 
parkway trees throughout the village 
"know what they're doing" despite more 
than 30 complaints from residents in re- 
cent weeks. 


"We're doing it right," McCoy said 


Thursday. "Experts have come in and 
trained our people and they come back 
and inspect the work after it's done." 


In response to the complaints that 


crews are "hacking up the trees," 
McCoy said such trimming is necessary 
to prune excess limbs and the trees must 
be cut to shape to prevent potentially 
hazardous drooping branches when fully 
grown. 


"WHAT THEY (residents) fail to real- 


ize is that we're doing something that 


two to three years from now they'll be 
happy we're doing," he said. 


Most of the calls came from areas 


where residents, rather than developers, 
planted the trees and "they probably 
look on it a little bit differently and ob- 
ject to cutting half the branches off," 
McCoy said. 


Trimming of Buffalo Grove's 4,400 


parkway trees is a yearly operation and 
crews have been working for about three 
weeks tending to 125 to 200 trees daily. 


McCoy was unable to estimate how 


much longer the work will take. 


Trustee Clarice Rech, who also said 


several residents contacted her with sim- 
ilar complaints said that next year, the 
village should explain the tree trimming 
operation to residents, possibly in the vil- 
lage newsletter.

Minorities fail to seek area housing 


Suburban digest 
Utility's water 
dirty, unsafe: state 


Citizens Utilities Co. fails to provide safe, clean water to its 


customers, tho Illinois Attorney General's office charged 
Thursday. The environmental control division of the office 
filed a complaint with the Illinois Pollution Control Board, 
charging Citizens has failed to provide water that is "safe In 
quality, clean, adequate In quantity and of satisfactory miner- 
al character for ordinary domestic consumption." If found in 
violation, Citizens faces penalties of up to $10,000 for each 
violation, with an additional $1,000 penalty for each day the 
violation continues. The complaint specifically covers users in 
Mount Prospect, Prospect Heights and Wheeling Township. It 
Is estimated that 6,300 residential meters and 68 commercial 
meters arc In the area. 


MSD tunnel plan not harmful 


Federal officials said that plans for a scries of deep tunnels 


designed to carry sewage from a number of area towns will 
have no long-term adverse impact. The report was part of a 
draft Impact statement released recently by the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. The EPA agreed with the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District assessment that there would be no 
long-term problems, but suggested that such short-term prob- 
lems like clouding of well water supplies, compaction of 
ground around drop shafts and nolso from blasting could de- 
velop. 


'Wheeling well managed' 


A consulting firm commissioned by the Village of Wheeling 


said In a report tho village generally Is well managed, but 
outlined numerous deficiencies. The report, prepared by Ynr- 
ger and Associates of Falls Church, Va., said: "Generally the 
village Is well managed under the village board/manager 
form of government, and seems to have substantially over- 
come tho problems related to the zoning scandal last year." 
Six present and former Wheeling and county officials were 
Indicted In January 1974 in a builder shakedown scheme.

Harper OKs pay raises 


The Harper College Board of Trustees approved pay raises 


for faculty Thursday night averaging 0.7 per cent, but not all 
teachers will get that much. Faculty members near the top of 
the college's pay scale could receive as little as 6 per cent 
under tho pay plan being considered by the board. 


Palatine studies donation laiv 


Palatine has become the latest suburb to consider adopting 


an ordinance requiring residential developers to make land or 
cash donations to parks and schools. An ordinance modeled 
after a Napcrvlllo ordinance is being studied by village offi- 
cials. Tho donations arc intended to help park and school 
districts cope with the Influx of persons from the devel- 
opments. 


Managers of three federally subsidized 


housing developments in the Northwest 
suburbs said Thursday they do all they 
can to attract members of minority 
groups as tenants, although each has had 
varying success, testimony at a housing 
hearing showed Thursday. 


Representatives of Rand Grove Vil- 


lage, Palatine Township; Huntington 
Commons, Mount Prospect, and Schaum- 
burg Green, Schaumburg, testified at a 
hearing sponsored by the suburban chap- 
ter of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Council at Harper College, Palatine. 


SCLC is conducting the hearings to de- 


termine if state and federal agencies are 
enforcing 
a 1972 housing regulation 


requiring all federally assisted devel- 
opers to carry out advertising campaigns 
to attract minorities to their devel- 
opments. Such a campaign is called "af- 
firmative marketing." 


TESTIMONY SHOWED 45 per cent of 


the tenants at Rand Grove Village, 16.G 
per cent at Huntington Commons and 7 
per cent at Schaumburg Green are mem- 
bers of minority groups. Eugene Calla- 
han, testifying for Schaumburg Green, 
said he was "not satisfied" with the 7 


per cent figure. 


Salvatorc Ferrara, executive director 


of 
the 
Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp. which built Rand Grove 
Village, said blacks are the hardest mi- 
nority group to attract to the suburbs. 
About 14 per cent of the tenants at Rand 
Grove are black, 25 per cent are Latin, 6 
per cent arc Oriental and 55 per cent arc 
white. 


"I have heard there are 3,000 to 4,000 


black employes in the area but we only 
got six referrals from the business com- 
munity," he said. "It took a heavy effort 


to reach the black community for ob- 
vious reasons — the distance." 


To attract minority tenants to Rand 


Grove, the only federally subsidized de- 
velopment in the Palatine area. MIIDC 
advertised in newspapers, contacted em- 
ployers of minority groups and worked 
with community referral agencies. 


CALLA1IAN, vice president of Marvin 


Myers & Associates, which built Schaum- 
burg Green, said the firm participated in 
a newspaper campaign with several oth- 
er developers but the campaign did noth- 
ing to increase minority applicants. 


7 TVs in area part of recall 


Seven Quasar 
color-television sets 


which may have been distributed in 
northern Illinois are involved in the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration's recall, 
the company said Thursday. 


A Quasar spokesman at the company's 


Franklin Park office said 105 of the 2,482 
Quasar sets affected by the FDA warn- 
ing were located in northern Illinois. But 


no more than 46 were distributed to con- 
sumers. The model numbers of the sets

WP5538LS. 


Some 5,000 sets sold by Quasar, Pan- 


asonic and Toshiba will be checked for 
potentially dangerous radiation leaks, the 
FDA said.

In Washington, a compromise move to 


semi Cambodia $133.0 million In food and 
arms aid over the next three months was 
rejected IB to 15 by the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, and a Senate Demo- 
cratic caucus voted 38 to 5 against the 
emergency aid request. 


Tho White House described President 


Ford as "deeply disappointed" but still 
hopeful that his aid proposal will be 
enacted. 


Gen. William C. Westmoreland met 


Thursday with President Ford, and later 
told reporters it was too bad the United 
Slates was not once again mining Hai- 
phong harbor and bombing Communist 
supply lines to defend Cambodia and 
South Vietnam. 


Westmoreland said, as he left tho 


White House, "The culprit In this whole 
thing is Hanoi," and said North Vietnam 
is wholly to blame for tho heavy fighting 
in both Cambodia and South Vietnam. 


A Western military source said Cam- 


bodian government troops around the 
Phnom Penh defense perimeter "seem 
to be doing better the lost few days — 
the lines arc tighter, better and strong- 
er." 


The ammunition explosion sent slugs 


and shrapnel whining across Pochentong 
airport and nearby Highway 4. It shat- 
tered windows in the terminal building 
but evidently caused no injuries. 


The vulnerable DC8s quit for the day 


when the explosion came, but the C130s 
got in a few more flights before dusk 
forced a halt to flying.

CAB suggests removal 


of Braniff 's license 


Branlff International airline built a huge fund totaling al- 


most $1 million to use for unrcportcd spending, including ille- 
gal political contributions, the Civil Aeronautics Board said 
Thursday. CAB's bureau of enforcement, which conducted a 
year-long investigation, went so far as to recommend that 
CAU consider removing Braniff's license to operate as an 
airline, cither throughout its entire system or, as a lesser 
penalty, throughout Latin America. 


Tito bureau also accused American Airlines of compiling an 


unrcportcd fund totaling $275,000 between 1964 and 1973, and 
of paying $105,975 from it "directly or indirectly for political 
contributions between January, 1971, and March, 1973." 


Court rules FPC exceeded authority 


Tho U.S. Court of Appeals in Washington ruled Thursday 


tho Federal Power Commission illegally exceeded Its author- 
ity In exempting sales of natural gas from normal federal 
regulation for six months during the 1073-1974 winter energy 
crisis. The court refused, however, to grant an estimated $50 
million in refunds sought by five consumer and public Interest 
groups that brought suit against tho FPC. It said the groups 
should first argue their request for a refund before the com- 
mission Itself. 


Nuclear arms arsenal called too large 


A research center said Thursday tho United States has an 


arsenal of nearly 30,000 nuclear weapons which Invite on ene- 
my first strike, and arc susceptible to premature firing and 
theft by terrorists. The Center for Defense Information said 
the force Is too largo and dangerous and should be reduced. 
Asked to comment, the Pentagon snld it maintained a policy 
of "not addressing Itself to the number or location of nuclear 
weapons." 


Rocky attorney to oppose Attica subpoena 


An attorney for Vice President Nelson Rockefeller will ap- 


pear In court Friday to oppose efforts to subpoena the former 
New York governor to testify nt an Attica prison riot murder 
trial. Arguments will be heard on a defense motion to sub- 
poena Rockefeller to testify in the trial of John Hill, 23, of 
Buffalo, and Charles Pcrnasalicc, 22, of Camillas, accused of 
killing corrections officer William Quinn during the 1971 up- 
rising.

Hundreds of Portuguese in hiding 


Hundreds of Portuguese went Into hiding Thursday to avoid 


a purge of top businessmen, conservative military officers 
ami right-wing politicians suspected of involvement in Tues- 
day's short-lived revolt. A government statement said 36 offi- 
cers ami 14 civilians had been detained so far and others 
were being sought. 


Travelers from Spain said civilians armed with shotguns 


and other weapons were manning roadblocks and searching 
cars. Lists giving the license numbers of suspect cars ap- 
peared on many walls. 


Powerful quake rocks Chile 


A powerful earthquake shook northern and central Chile 


Thursday, cutting electricity, shaking plaster from ceilings, 
killing 2 persons and injuring six in La Serena, 300 
miles north of Santiago, the Interior Ministry said. Author- 
ities said tho quake was reported to have reached on Intensity 
of 7 on the 12-polnt Mercalli scale. Tremors were felt in San- 
tiago, the port city of Valparaiso and throughout tho central 
zone of Chile when the quake struck, but these cities escaped 
major damage. 


Another policeman killed in Argentina 


Two gunmen shot a policeman to death Thursday as he 


stepped off a bus In (he city of Cordoba, raising to 11 the 
number of Argentine policemen killed In the post 12 days in a 
leftist guerrilla assassination campaign. A police source said 
the killers appeared to be members of the Montoneros, a 
leftist guerrilla group which has taken credit for many of the 
recent police assassinations. 


Belfast bomb blast kills 2 


Gunmen In Belfast fired shots and then tossed a bomb into 


n Roman Catholic-owned bar Thursday night, killing two per- 
sons and Injuring more than a dozen others. It was the worst 
such Incident in Northern Ireland since tho Irish Republican 
Army cease-fire went into effect more than a month ago.

Auto sales 3% shy of 1974 period

Despite the ending of cash rebates, the 


four U.S. automakers in Detroit reported 
Thursday that early March sales came 
within 3 per cent of matching last year's 
energy-depressed levels. But they still 
were at a 14-year low. 


The automakers were paced by Gener- 


al Motors' 23 per cent gain over last 
year, its best year-to-year comparison 
since the industry's worst postwar slump 
began in September of 1973. 


GM, Ford, Chrysler and American Mo- 


tors sold 139,616 cars, off just 3.4 per cent 
from 144,465 in the March 1-10 period last 
year. 


Sales, however, fell 40 per cent com- 


pared to deliveries in the final February 
period; the last in which all four com- 


panies were offering tho $200 to $600 cash 
rebates. Analysts said the dropoff was 
right in line with the five-year average 
40 per cent drop from the Feb. 21-28 to 
the March 1-10 periods.

Leonard 


Woodcock of the United Auto Workers 
urged Congress to set a minimum 22- 
miles-per-gallon standard for cars by 
1981 even at the cost of casing engine 
pollution standards. 


Woodcock told the Senate Commerce 


Committee the automobile industry could 
not be trusted 'to produce voluntarily 
more fuel-efficient engines. He urged 
Congress set up penalties for manufac- 
turers whose cars did not deliver a min- 
imum 22 miles to a gallon by 1981. 


The Department of Health, Education 


and Welfare said it supports a delay of 
auto emission standards and has recom- 
mended delay because catalytic con- 
verters can lead to a public health prob- 
lem. 


HEW's top health official, Dr. Theo- 


dore Cooper, has expressed concern over 
the emission of sulfuric acid mist and 
concluded "that the potential for harm to 
human health exceeded the potential 
benefits associated with use of the con- 
verter." 


In other economic developments: 
• The Senate Finance 
Committee 


voted tentatively to forgive up to $2,000 
in Income taxes for those who buy homes 
between April and December, and to 
weigh 1975 tax cuts more in favor of fam- 
ilies with children. 


The committee, however, turned back 


an initial attempt to increase the size of 
1974 rebates for upper income levels over 
those contained in a House-passed tax- 
cut bill. 


• Chairman Arthur F. Burns of the 


Federal Reserve Board said the board 
has been unable to meet its goals — a 
failing which some critics say prolonged 
and intensified the recession. 


Burns said tbs board's ability to in- 


fluence the behavior of the economy is 
vastly overstated. 


• The Labor Department said 180,500 


persons were added to the lists of persons 
receiving some form of unemployment 
compensation. During the week ending 
Feb. 22, 6.3 million persons were receiv- 
ing assistance.

Humphrey to 
pay taxes 
asked by IRS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. Hubert 


H. Humphrey, D-Minn., said Thursday 
he will pay the back taxes demanded by 
the Internal Revenue Service which dis- 
allowed deductions claimed for his vice 
presidential papers. 


A spokesman for Humphrey said "I 


can't even give you a ballpark figure" on 
the amount the senator will have to pay. 


The Minneapolis Star, however, said 


the IRS had turned down Humphrey's 
claim of $199,153 in federal income tax 
deductions for donating the papers he 
collected as vice president to the Min- 
nesota Historical Society. The taxes In- 
volve 6 per cent interest penalty for the 
years 1969 through 1972. 


The IRS set a precedent last April 


when it denied a tax deduction claim of 
more than $450,000 taken by then-Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon for his donation 
of presidential papers and documents to 
the National Archives. Nixon agreed to 
pay the back taxes and penalties that to- 
taled almost $500,000. 


In a statement, Humphrey said he 


would not appeal the IRS decision. 


"The Internal Revenue Service raised 


a question as to whether the contribution 
of my vice presidential papers to the 
Minnesota Historical Society qualifies as 
a charitable deduction for tux purposes," 
Humphrey said. 


"It was the viewpoint of the IRS exam- 


iner who audited my tax returns that it 
did not," Humphrey said. "His decision 
was a result of the fact that I retain cer- 
tain controls over access to the papers 
for a period of time." 


Humphrey said tho restrictions were 


necessary "because these papers contain 
personal correspondence with the heads 
of state, classified information as defined 
by federal law, and certain other person- 
al and confidential documents. 


. "Tho only issue was (he restriction on 


access," he said. 


identified lumself only as Jay Weiner, 20, 
of Philadelphia, and gave no indication 
what his possible connection with the 
case might be.

Hearst said FBI agents told him sev- 


eral weeks ago it was believed his 
daughter was in northeastern Pennsylva- 
nia "quite a while ago . . . last summer 
or late summer . . . August, September 
or July." He also quoted the agents as 
saying "they don't know where she is 
now." 


The grand jury was investigating re- 


ports that Miss Hearst spent last fall on 
n farm not far from the Allentown, Pa., 
home of her slain paramour, 
Willie 


Wolfe. He was killed in a Shootout with 
federal officials and police in a suburban 
Los Angeles home last summer. 


The Examiner described Miss Yosh- 


imura as a "newcomer in the story" of 
Miss Hearst. 


Miss Yoshimura has been wanted since 


1972 in connection with a conspiracy to 
bomb the Navy Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Corps quarters at the University of 
California in Berkeley. She had rented a 
garage in which Berkeley police seized 
an arsenal of weapons and explosives. 


The incident occurred a year before 


the SLA became active. The Examiner 
said some of the SLA tape recordings 
during the time of Miss Hearst's abduc- 
tion a year ago included a woman's voice 
with a slight Asian accent.

Frontline troops in Israel 
take precautionary measures

Israeli chief of staff Lt. Gen. Mor- 


dechai Gur said Thursday several thou- 
sand Palestinians trained in Syria might 
be the first strike force in any Arab at- 
tempt to torpedo an Israeli-Egyptian dis- 
engagement accord. 


Military sources in Tel Aviv said ear- 


lier that Israeli forces manning the front- 
lines with Egypt and Syria have taken 
precautionary 
measures 
because of 


movements by both Arab armies. 


At the same time, Israel's national ra- 


dio warned a new war might erupt if 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger's 
latest peace mission fails. 


Gur and Defense Minister Shimon 


Peres toured Israeli positions on the Go- 
lan Heights frontlines Thursday and 


were briefed by the northern front com- 
mander, Maj. Gen. Raphael Han. 


Interviewed at the front lines by the 


armed forces radio, Gur said several 
t h o u s a n d Syrian-trained Palestinians 
faced the Israelis "and they are liable to 
be the first force put into action . . . in 
order to achieve several objectives. 


In Aswan, meanwhile, Kissinger said 


he would take new "concrete" Egyptian 
ideas to Israel for a second-stage peace 
agreement between the two countries 
and would expect an equally concrete Is- 
raeli reply. Sitting beside him, Sadat de- 
nied, as far as Egypt was concerned, Is- 
raeli reports of Egyptian and Syrian 
troop movements toward the frontiers. 
Sadat reaffirmed Egypt was planning no 
offensive.

With the possi- 
bility of Deborah receiving a scries of 
rabies shots, the two pounded on doors. 


It was to bo a futile hunt. They got no 
help. 


They were anguished. They seemed 


alone against large odds. They were on 
their own, the police having little to do 
with the problem because they were in- 
formed \cry late after it happened. And 
they were looking for an elusive little 
dog. 


They were talking to people at the Val- 


ley Stream Tollhouses near the scene of 
the incident.

Health said rabies is a virus transmitted 
by the saliva of an animal to the human 
skin via a wound. Wild animals, like 
skunks or bats, usually carry the dis- 
ease, which can be fatal. The shots con- 
sist of a scries of injections of vaccine 
administered by a physician. 


While the Kennings grope for an an- 


swer they will continue looking for the 
dog. If they find the animal it may solve 
their dilemma. If not, they may have to 
make daily trips to their doctor so Debo- 
rah can have her shots.

He said the faculty ne- 
gotiations committee did not know when 
it signed the salary agreement that those 
faculty memtwrs might not receive the 
full 9.7 per cent raise. 


"I was originally going to say this was 


a good settlement," he said, adding that 
because of the issue involving the 11 fac- 
ulty members, "we will wait for further 
clarification from the board." 


THE BOARD ALSO approved by a 6 to 


1 vote a proposal by board member Rob- 
ert Rausch requiring the college admin- 
istration to notify the press of all closed 
board meetings despite a statement from 
the board's attorney that the notice was 
not legally required. 


Rausch said his proposal was not 


meant to "reflect on other boards" but 
was an affirmation of the board's in- 
tention to "abide by the spirit as well as 
the loiter of the law." 


Board chairman William Kelly voted 


against the motion but declined to ex- 
plain his vote.

Babe Ruth was better off 


with $80,000 a year

Henry Aaron's feat of break- 


ing the all-time home run 
record brought back memories 
and feature articles about the 
athlete whose record he had ex- 
celled — Babe Ruth. Here in- 
deed was a "nonpareil," as vo- 
cabulary-minded sports writers 
dubbed him — a pitcher whose 
phenomenal mound record was 
exceeded only by his prowess as 
a hitter. 


"Too bad Babe Ruth lived 


out of his time." someone re- 
marked. "Think 
what he'd 


make today, when ball players 
with less impressive ability can 
pick up $200,000 or more a 
year." 


The comment prompted us to 


do a bit of research to find out 
whether the Babe was indeed 
worse off for having lived forty 
years too soon. 


Oldtimers remember the awe 


that came with the announce- 
ment that the New York Yan- 
kees were paying Babe Ruth 
$80,000 a year. Why, that was 
more than the president of the 
United States was getting, 
wasn't it?

If you own remote, wooded property 


somewhere, maybe way up in Wisconsin, 
Michigan or in the Far West, the Ameri- 
can Forest Institute wants to talk to you. 


About 4 million persons in the nation 


own 296 million of the 754 million acres 
of existing forested land. Private own- 
ership of forested land greatly exceeds 
ownership by the federal government 
and private wood and pulp corporations, 
according to Institute spokesmen, so pri- 
vate owners are being sought. 


Some 12,000 absentee landowners of 


forest lands have been identified in the 
Chicago area alone, and tho tree farm 
associations and the University of Illinois 
Cooperative Extension Service have in- 
vited them to meet at Harper College, 
Palatine, Saturday to discuss potential 
use of their property. 


GILBERT 
ZIEMAN, AFI 
regional 


manager based in Mount Prospect, said 
relatively small plots of forest land can 
bo harvested or improved without dam- 
age to the quality of the landscape. "You 
can liavo the wilderness idea and at the 
same time clean up the forests while 
making a little money," he said. 


Zlcman said many urban residents 


purchase plots of forest land, particular- 
ly in the northern states, and never con- 
sider improving or using them. Satur- 
day's seminar will include representa- 
tives from Minnesota, Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan and Illinois extension services and 
natural resources departments, who will 
explain the potential of forest land in 
their states. 


The promoters of forest land harvest- 


ing have to overcome a bad image that 
lumbering has obtained because of some 


poor practices in the past, Zicman said. 
The belief that huge timber companies 
own most of the nation's forests is also 
false, he said. The timber firms own 67 
million of the 500 million acres of com- 
mercial forest land in the nation. That 
ranks third behind the private ownership 
of 296 million acres and federal own- 
ership or control of 107 million acres, he 
said. 


Prevention of a lumber shortage will 


require better management of national 
forests, which are separate from national 
parks, and better use of forest manage- 
ment principles by small plot owners, 
Zieman said. "We've also got to stop ero- 
sion of the commercial forest land base 
(through development)" he said, and in- 
crease planting of trees in marginal land 
that cannot support crops. "We're get- 
ting more and more business people buy- 
ing forest land for other reasons." 


ZIEMAN SAID owners who want to 


keep their timberlands natural and un- 
touched may be settling for less beauty 
and poorer-qulaity trees. "Foresters aro 
available in almost every county seat, 
but people don't go to them," he said. 
The foresters can evaluate a particular 
property and recommend Improvements 
on behalf of the landowner, he said. 


Because trees arc a renewable re- 


source, Zieman said, they can play an 
important part in the health of the na- 
tion's economy. Opposition to forest man- 
agement comes from persons who trans- 
fer feelings from urban areas to forest 
land, Zieman said, because they fight to 
save a tree in their neighborhood and put 
the same value on a tree in a far-off 
forest. 


"We shouldn't have to import exotic 


woods," lie said. "The United States is 
envied for its trees and temperate cli- 
mate." AFI supports increased federal 
expenditures for restocking of idle feder- 
al timber land, charging that over the 
last 10 years, only 68 per cent of the 
funds requested for timber growing by 
the U. S. Forest Service has been grant- 
ed by Congress. 


Saturday's conference will begin at 9

The recommendation, which comes in 


the face of two lawsuits that could force 
str.tuuldc reform in assessment proce- 
dure*, umild strip the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Local Government Affairs of power to 
set the controversial equalizer factor. 


The subcommittee cited "confusion, a 


luck of will to Implement statutory duties 
ami outright political manipulation" in 
recommending that n special commission 
bo formed to determine the equalizer. 


The panel also said Hie "target" level 


of assessments should be reduced from 
Iho present 50 per cent of market value 
to -10 per cent. 


TIIK KQUAUZKK Is needed because 


Illinois counties assess property at differ- 
ent percentages of market value. It is 


generally expected that reform of assess- 
ment practices would increase assess- 
ment levels in Cook County, where prop- 
erty is valued for tax purposes at sub- 
stantially below tho 50 per cent "target" 
level. 


Tho recommendations were announced 


as state officials prepared to defend the 
equalizer system in separate hearings in 
Cook County Circuit Court and before the 
Illinois Supremo Court. 


Circuit Court Judge Nathan M. Cohen 


Is expected to rule today on a suit filed 
by two North Shore school districts that 
protests last year's reduction in the equal- 
izer by the state from 1.59 to 1.48. Attor- 
neys for Evanston Township Dist. 202 
and New Trier Township Dist. 203, which 
claim the loss of $208,000 in taxes be- 
cause tlie equalizer was reduced, have 
said the correct Cook County equalizer 
should be 1.735.

cent of market value. 


Attorney Paul Homer, who filed the 


original Lake County challenge to the' 
system, predicted that "they're going to 
uphold the injunction." 


BOTH SUITS charge that tho depart- 


ment has ignored state law that requires 
use of the equalizer to level assessments 
throughout the state at 50 per cent of 
market value. Assessments vary from 20 
to 50 per cent of market value In Illinois. 


The legislative report states that fail- 


ure to boost assessment to the 50 per 
cent level has created an average level 
of 40 per cent. 


"Ever since the state role in property 


tax administration has been a function of 
the executive department, there has been 
confusion, a lack of will to implement 
statutory duties and outright political 
manipulation," the report states. 


The multiplier or equalizer is a numer- 


ical factor that is multiplied by assessed 
property valuation to equalize assess- 
ments. If a home with a $20,000 market 
value Is assessed at $5,000 — 25 per cent 
of market value — the state should cer- 
tify n multiplier of 2.0 to bring the valu- 
ation to 50 per cent of market value. 


THE SUBCOMMITTEE, created by a 


joint House and Senate resolution, has 
studied property tax problems for two 
years. State Sen. Terrel E. Clarke, 
R-Wcstern Springs, is committee chair- 
man. 


In place of the department of Local 


Government Affairs, the subcommittee 
recommended creation of a new "stale 
property tax commission for adminis- 


tering all aspect* of the state's role in 
property tax administration." 


Tho report suggested that the new 


commission "remain on independent 
agency ... the independence of its func- 
tions, including budgetary, will be as- 
sured." The department of local govern- 
ment is under direct control of the gover- 
nor. 


The Illinois General Assembly resolu- 


tion which created the subcommittee 
calls for a wide-ranging study of proper- 
ty tax practices and conditions in Illinois, 
but the pending court cases have in- 
creased need for the report. 


HAMER'S CHALLENGES to the multi- 


plier have been reviewed twice by tho 
Illinois Supreme Court. "Each time, the 
courts have upheld my position," ho 
said. 


On Jan. 17, Chief Judge Harry D. 


Strousc Jr. of Lake County ordered es- 
tablishment of multipliers this year that 
create equalized valuations of 42 per cent 
or more. Attorneys for Director Frank 
Kirk of the department of local govern- 
ment won a stay of Strouse's order and 
won a hearing on Monday before tho 
high court. 


State's Atty. Jack Hoogasian of Lake 


County filed a new suit against Kirk last 
month, after the Supreme Court decision. 


Strouse orderd the state Wednesday to 


issue multipliers that equalize assess- 
ment throughout the state. The order 
does not include the 42 per cent "target."

guing that military aid to help out 
until the rainy season will help 
turn back the Khmer Rouge's of- 
fensive. 


As a result, we're once again

years. President Ford and Secre- 
tary of State Kissinger are plead- 
ing for approval of the $222 million, 
for such aid is "vital to the surviv- 
al of a free Cambodia."

'Help end food tax' 


Dear Governor Walker: 


I would like to comment on something 


that has been on the minds of many Illi- 
nois residents. That is, the five per cent 
food tax that we arc forced to pay on all 
consumer foods. 


I can accordingly understand that the 


tax, or any tax, Is a necessity to keep the 
state in a good financial set-up. But the 
percentage that we are forced to pay on 
our dollar Is quite out of place compared 
with how little money we have to buy 
food with and the tremendous raise in 
food prices. 


For example, a friend of mine went to 


the butcher and bought $115 worth of 
meat. The tax on this purchase was al- 
most $6. With this money she could have 
bought two more chickens for her family 
and had two more meals. 


States such as California, Indiana and 


Wisconsin have no food tax. They put 
this tax in with their state taxes. So it is 
a substantial amount less than ours, 
when added together. 


I know that taxes are a necessity to 


keep our various state governmental 
agencies functioning. But a food tax is 
very hard on us middle and lower in- 
come people whose main spending is on 
essential food or medicine for our fami- 
lies. 


The solution at best may be to lower 


the tax to 3',i per cent or two per cent 
per dollar from the staggering five per 
cent tax on each dollar spent in this way. 
This way \vc could all really win and 
have more buying power with our dol- 
lars. 


I would greatly appreciate some coop- 


eration or response to this problem or 
about this solution.

Ten cents now carries a letter to any- 


where in the United States, as well as to 
Hawaii, Alaska, and Puerto Rico and to 
27 of its territories and possessions and 
to various Army and Navy posts. Then, 
as a real bargain, the letter is returned 
to the sender without extra charge if 
found to be undelivcrable as addressed. 


The Congressman said he is encour- 


aged by the recent recommendation of 
the Select Sub-Committee on Small Busi- 
ness of the House of Representatives that 
the government postal monopoly be end- 
ed. 


So here is this Sub-Committee on Small 


Business, which is understood to have 


been formed to help some small firms to 
pull themselves out of a financial morass 
or to start a new business, usually by 
advancing considerable sums of money, 
some never repaid, now undertaking to 
scuttle the U.S Postal Service, which be- 
cause of its extensive, far-reaching opor- 
ations, large number of personnel and 
fiscal responsibilities, is by no means a 
"small business" but, on the contrary, 
has to be regarded as the biggest busi- 
ness in the world. How big? Well, there 
are 31,000 post offices in the country, 
many of them in government-owned 
buildings providing space also for other 
government departments.

The article mentioned the gliders were 


built at Heinz Pickle, Budweiser, Ford, 
and Gibson plants. There was at least 
one other plant not mentioned and that 
was the S&A Aircraft plant, a division of 
Firestone Tire & Rubber Co., located at 
the edge of the Naval Air Station in Wil- 
low Grove, Pa. 


I was assistant assembly and repair of- 


ficer at NAS Willow Grove, Pa., 1943-45, 
and witnessed the "tow-away" of many 
gliders from the SS.-A plant there. I be- 
lieve they were taken or towed to Ft. 
Bcnnlng, Ga., in most cases, and were 
the troop and cargo carrier type also. I 
believe there was only one of the hun- 
dreds of of gliders built there that was 
lost en route after being airborne. This 
because the tow cable broke loose from 
the tow plane and with the cable fas- 
tened to the nose of the glider (until fi- 
nally released), the glider gyrated like a 
spiraling top in a horizontal position until 
brought under control and landed. After

Diitdino and Director Nicholas Boson of 


Chicago opposed a North Western faro 
Increase at an Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission hearing In January, where Bal- 
dino .said he promised the railroad that 
the Rrnnt request would receive prompt 
attention. 


The North Western sought the RTA 


grant to prevent financial losses on its 
commuter operations. It has since re- 
ported a $200,000 deficit for the first two 
months of 1975. 


IN 01IIKK ACTION, the RTA board 


approved a $019,500 grant for the Rock 
I.sl;iml It R. so it can continue suburban 
commuter service. The board authorized 
Board Chairman Milton Pikarsky to dis- 
tribute an additional $1,416,500 to the 
Rock Island through June if needed. 


The RTA board also approved a 122.5 


million emergency grant to the Chicago 
Transit Authority and endorsed $238 mil- 
lion In federal capital-grant projects. 


The projects, Including $11 million for 


147 suburban buses and several hundred 
bus stop shelters, had to be approved by 
March 15 to be eligible for federal fund- 
ing. Also included in the package of 11 
federally funded projects is $40 million 
for Rock Island commuter equipment. 


Four suburban bus services also re- 


ceived small grants. They arc: Glen El- 
lyn, $20,389; Valley Transit 
Corp., 


$18,128; South Suburban Safeway Inc., 
$150,823; West Towns Bus Co., $27,250. 


ALL BOARD MEMBERS voted in fa- 


vor of the Rock Island aid except Rich- 
ard Newland of Waukegan who said he 
feared the Rock Island would declare 
bankruptcy and the money would be gob- 


bled up by the railroad's creditors. 


Pikarsky and RTA attorneys said steps 


were being taken to see that the money 
would be used specifically to continue 
commuter service despite what might 
happen to the railroad's long distance 
lines. 


The Rock Island board of directors has 


scheduled a meeting Friday to consider 
the possibility of declaring bankruptcy 
but Pikarsky said he docs not think that 
will occur. 


"I've been in personal touch with the 


chairman (John Ingram of the Rock Is- 
land) and I don't believe that will occur 
at the meeting," he said.

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Needlework 


She found it more reivarding to create own designs 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


You couldn't call Mrs. Gcorganno 


Channcr a complete neophyte when It 
comes to needlework. Early training and 
a continuing interest in art laid the 
groundwork for a certain artistic know- 
how and taste. 


But a wing back chair was the first 


piece of crewel the Inverness homemak- 
cr ever tackled, and the rug on the floor 
made to complement the chair was like- 
wise her introduction to needlepoint. But 
one would never guess it. 


The chair remained unnoticed and in 


need of recovering for quite some time 
in Mrs. Channer's bedroom, until one 
day she came across several pictures of 
crowded antique chairs in needlework 
books. It seemed the perfect thing for 
her own chair. 


AFTER RESEARCHING old authentic 


designs, Mrs. Channer worked out one of 
her own "incorporating the things I saw 
and liked." 


Tho birds were chosen from a National 


Geographic Book of Birds and another 
book put out by the Audubon Society. 


Mrs. Channer worked on tho chair for 


nine months. First the back was com- 
pleted, then the arms and finally the 
scat 


"It took a long time before I decided 


what to put on that scat," she said dem- 
onstrating how she first drew her pattern 
on shelf paper, punched small holes and 
then chalked the pattern onto the fabric 
she was using. 


The chair itself was not In need of re- 


upholstering so Mrs. Channer recovered 
it herself, deciding that after nine 
months of crewel work, she did not want 
to take a chance on having it sent out 
and ruined. 


THE NEEDLEPOINT rug evolved 


from the chair project. 


"I loved the pomegranates and but- 


terflies I had done on the chair. It just 
seemed to evolve on its own." 


She incorporated many of the same 


shades of yarn and again did her home- 
work before deciding what kind of design 
to use. 


Both Mrs. Channer's rug and chair will 


be exhibited in the Creative Fibers Exhi- 
bition March 24-26. 


And, believe it or not, tho chair does 


get used. 


"People say I should put a ribbon 


across it, but I have no rules against 
anyone sitting in it. That's what it is 
there for." 


But I dare anyone to tread on that rug.

By his own admission, Sammy 


Davta Jr. is dressed to kill. Bod- 
acious is how ho describes it as he 
stops onto the Mill Run Theater 
stage wearing n greyish fur maxi- 
coat that doesn't have to go far to 
roach the floor. 


Underneath he has on n black 


jumpsuit, with strands of necklaces 
hanging down, six rings on his fin- 
gers and two-Inch hook on his shoes. 
He'd 49, Black, Jewish and at the top 
of his game. He lets go as the circu- 
lar stage begins to revolve and he 
whirl* with it. 


To many, the diminutive superstar 


is pcrlwps the finest entertainer of 
our time. Ho is super-charged and on 
the move. "It'« short people time," 
he announces to the audience and he 
proves it. 


THE VERSATILE performer daz- 


zles tho crowd with a powerful voica 
and some fancy footwork that could 
only come from a man who has been 
dancing since ago 3. When admirers 
yell for more high stopping, though, 
SAMMY DAVIS JR. 


he admits he can't do anymore what 
he used to do at the Chez Paree in 
Chicago. "Are you kidding? I'd be 
laying out here like a Hershey bar." 


Sammy Davis Jr. is part owner of 


the Nilcs theater and hi? is the open- 
ing show of the theater's sixth sea- 
son. After a three-month hiatus the 
lights come up, the band begins to 
play and Sammy struts his stuff. 
What you see is what he is. 


At once he is cooperative with tho 


1,800 spectators, singing their favor- 
ite songs, his smash recordings of 
"What Kind of Fool Am I?" "I Gotta 
Be Me," "Candy Man" and others. 


HE IS COMPLIMENTARY to each 


and every person who paid top price 
— $10 50 — to sec him this night, es- 
pecially, he says, when the state of 
tho economy is so bad. He promises 
to give them the best show he knows 
how to put on. "Peace and love," he 
proclaims to applause. 


Tho star of stage, screen, tele- 


vision and anything else that re- 
quires an enormous talent gets his 
warmest reception from his rendition 


of "Chicago" and from a medley of 
hits by Frank Sinatra, a good friend 
who helped Sammy early in his ca- 
reer. 


Sammy is on for more than an 


hour (when there are two nightly 
performances he might shorten his 
act) and pauses only for an on-stage 
drink or, as he says, "a taste for my 
face, a toddy for my body." The rest 
of the time he chain smokes. 


FOR A WINDUP number 
he 


snakes through an emotional version 
of "Mr. Bojangles." The legendary 
Bill "Bojangles" Robinson was an in- 
spiration to Sammy. He has estab- 
lished himself as the contemporary 
Bojangles. 


Also on the program are Marlena

Author of book on DAR 
visits her old hometown

How does a writer feel after seeing her 


first book in print? She feels exhilarated 
and challenged to do more, if Peggy An- 
derson is any example. 


Miss Anderson, 36, a former resident of 


Arlington Heights, wrote "The Daugh- 
ters: An Unconventional Look at Amer- 
ica's Fan Club, the DAR," which was 
published last July 4 She was in to\\n 
recently to combine an autograph session 
at Apples and Pears bookshop in Glen 
Ellyn with a visit to her mother, Mrs. 
Kay McMillan, 354 S BelmontAve. 


Since publication of her book Miss An- 


derson has been writing free lance arti- 
cles for the Sunday Philadelphia Inquirer 
and the New York News Magazine. She 
has also talked with various people about 
starting a new book, but she's waiting to 
find a topic that will really interest her. 


"I WANT TO BE more careful the sec- 


ond time, just knowing the amount of 
work involved. I think the Daughters 
were an ideal topic for me," Miss Ander- 
son said. "The topic was confined in time 
and space, it was kooky enough to inter- 
est me, it touched on issues that con- 
cerned me, and it explored ideas I hadn't 
come into contact with in a long time," 
she added. "It was really a serendipitous 
experience for me." 


Miss Anderson has led a rather se- 


rendipitous life to this point. A graduate 
of Arlington High School, she finished 
Augustana College in Rock Island with 
an English degree and the urge to be a 
writer. She took a detour with the Peace 
Corps, however, teaching English in 
Togo, West Africa. Besides allowing her 
to save money and learn to speak 
French, Miss Anderson's Peace Corps 
experience eventually led her to work as 
a feature writer at the Philadelphia In- 
quirer. 


AN ARTICLE SHE wrote on the DAR 


(Daughters of the American Revolution) 
for the Inquirer led to an offer from St. 
Martin's Press in New York to do a book 
on the same subject. For eight months in 
1972, Miss Anderson lived on her savings 
and her publisher's advance, putting to- 
gether "The Daughters." 


"I had no trouble at all with dis- 


ciplining myself to write. In fact, I had 
trouble pulling myself away. I'd often get 
up at quarter to 7, read the paper and 
have a cup of coffee, sit down at my 
desk, and not get up again until maybe 
10 or 11 at night," she said. 


Miss Anderson's research took her to 


the annual DAR convention in Washing- 
ton, to the DAR's two schools in Appa- 
lachia and to several chapters in the 
Philadelphia area. Working with the 


Daughters from President General Elea- 
nor Spicer on down through the ranks, 
Miss Anderson found her subject fasci- 
nating, and hkeable. 


"The image of the DAR is one of right 


wing nuts, bigots, little old ladies with 
tennis shoes But essentially, they're just 
members of a woman's club I like them, 
let's put it that way," she said 


HER INTENSE working schedule and 


tight budget made some changes in Miss 
Anderson's life "I used to entertain a 
lot, and I love to cook, but I found myself 
having fewer and fewer people in for 
budget meals." 


But friends responded by asking her 


Peggy 
Anderson 


out more often. "The book deepened ray 
friendships. Working aline makes me 
very ready to go out m the evening, and 
to seek people out. I throw myself into 
relationships more intensely as a release 
from the intensity of the day," she said. 


Once the book was completed, Miss 


Anderson began promoting the book on 
several television and radio shows, in- 
cluding the NBC "Today" show. "I saw 
the promotions as kind of a reward for a 
hard job The first few interview* really 
turned me on; I was higher than a kite," 
she said. 


"Then, I became a little uncomfortable 


about interviews. I didn't feel that I was 
representing the book or myself well. 
When I was writing, I could work on a 
sentence until I got it right, but m an 
interview I couldn't." 


ALTHOUGH MISS Anderson says she 


lacks confidence in interviews, she ad- 
mits to having more confidence in her 
writing, now that she has a published 
book. "I've shown myself that I have the 
amount of discipline to write a book. 
This experience has put me on a path 
that I'm very happy to be on. Last year 
has shown me that I'd rather write books 
than articles." 


"The cumulative effects of writing 


were unbelievable. There are so many 
ways of handling material and ways of 
getting things across," she said.

The Who's John Entwhistle 
innovative with early rock 


John Entwhlstlo, bassist with The Who, 


Is one of the few rock stars of today who 
tries to be Innovative and not merely 
Imitative using the rock KHinds of the 
1030s and early 1960s. 


Entwhlstlo's fourth solo allnim, "Mad 


Dog" (Track/MCA records), ranks with 
Roy Wood and Wlnard's "Introducing 
Eddy and the Falcons" as the best al- 
bum of this genre. Lots of sax, tinkly 
piano and all the other brandlshments of 
the early rock sounds are used to their 
fullest by Entwhlstlo. 


For the first time, Entwhlstlo has as- 


sembled a band for his solo efforts and 
call It Ox, after his own nickname. It Is 
this band ho Is bringing to Chicago's Arlo 
Crown Theater Thursday, as ho becomes 
the first member of The Who to do a solo 
tour. 


IN ADDITION to plenty of good 


sounds, the hallmark of "Mad Dog," like 
the previous albums, Is Entwhlstlo's 
black humor. A good example is the al- 
bum's title song which Is about a guy 
being warned that the boy friend of the 
girl whoso affection ho has taken is get- 
ting out of jail. The guy Is advised to 
"forget the romance, move your pants." 
Musically, "Mad Dog" is a highlight of 
the album also — almost Bcatlesquo at 
times. 


Other favorites are the Instrumental 


"Jungle Bunny," which mixes strings 
with a funky beat, the country rocker 
"Who In the Hell?" and "You Can Be So 
Mean." The album Is not without Its lap- 
ses, however, with the closing "I'm So 
Scared" and "Drowning" leading to a 
"who-carcs" attitude.

In Chicago arc Wot Willie and Argent, 
who both appear tonight at the Aragon. 


Wet Willie's second fine album in a 


row

The first, "It's Gon- 
na Stop Ralnln* Soon," is an album high- 


light. "Jallhouse Moan" is a blues song 
and the short "He Set Me Free" is a 
Gospel song. Also fine is the group's new 
single, "Loona." 


ARGENT'S "CIRCUS" (Epic records) 


Is the first since guitarist/writer/lead vo- 
calist Russ Bollard left the group. Rod 
Argent who writes most of the material, 
continues his interest hi more abstract 
music in this loose concept album (all 
songs Involve circus imagery). 


For these two reasons, "Circus" is the 


most disappointing Argent album to 
date. Bollard has been replaced by both 
John Grimoldl and John Verity, but nei- 
ther John matches Bollard either as vo- 
calist or as guitarist. The most appealing 
tracks arc Argent's "The Jester" and 
bassist Jim Bedford's "Trapeze." Ar- 
gent, as usual, also kicks in some good 
keyboard work. 


Bollard, meanwhile, has just come out 


with his first solo album, "Russ Bollard" 
(also Epic records). It appeals more 
than the Argent album, although it, too, 
is not perfect. 


Bollard goes for more melody, coming 


up with some pretty ones — "Fly Awoy" 
and "Venus," both softer songs. He also 
does an "angelic" version of "I Don't 
Believe In Miracles" which was recorded 
by Argent several years ago. 


Of the rockers, "Loose Women" and 


"She's a Hurricane" succeed most. On 
other uptempo numbers, Bollard seems 
preoccupied with ominous beats.

FORMER BOXY Music member Eno 


has a new solo album called "Taking Ti- 
ger Mountain By Stragcgy" (Island 
records) which Is centered on a Chinese 
theme of powerful culture links through 
tradition, while uslc» Eno's avant garde 
non-approach to music. It also could be 
considered one of the few albums of 
guerrilla warfare music. 


Eno is at his best when mixing unex- 


pected sounds. The reggae/waltz "Back 
In Judy's Jungle" is the best example in 
that he has a guitar sounding like a 
Scottish bagpipe in a song about a jungle 
In Borneo. Another example Is the crick- 
et sound ending to "The Great Pre- 
tender." 


"Taking Tiger Mountain" is not as 


slick sounding as Eno's previous "Here 
Come the Warm Jets" (also Island 
records) and it is much more ex- 
perimental — even further from the Vel- 
vet Underground sound that Eno likes to 
emulate. For both reasons, I feel "Tak- 
ing Tiger Mountain" is the superior al- 
bum.

FOR EXAMPLE, Dcckcrmnn Is a Brit- 


on nnd was a member of the Royal Com* 
mission on Environmental Pollution and 
IM <mch Is well aware of pollution prob- 
lems today. Out ho compares filthy Lon- 
don of Queen Victoria's day with tho 
much clearer, though still Imperfect, 
London of today to mnko his point. 


If there nro villains In his book, they 


tend to be tho middle clou individuals 
who nro so fearful of losing what they 
have that they would restrict progress, 
even though restriction would exclude 
those more unfortunate than themselves 
from bettering their situation. 


While he favors growth, and points to 


tho exploding world population as one 
reason gross national products must con- 
tinue to increase, he Isn't blind to the 
excesses sometimes committed In the 
name of progress. 


Bcckcrmnn maintains that- antlpollu- 


tlnn strictures can be built Into progress 
nt a cost of less than two per cent of 
national product. Beckcrman's argu- 
ments have their holes, but they arc 
worth considering and he presents them 
persuasively.

YR». It wns reported that rcsorplnc, Scrpasll and related 


medicines used In treating high blood pressure will Increase 
tho chances of having breast cancer. This also Is true for 
men. But men have such a low Incidence of breast cancer 
anywny that the Increase Is not of very much practical sig- 
nificance In men. Besides, you have an advantage, you have 
less to examine to detect any lump that might develop. At 
least that Is true for most men as compared to a reasonable 
percentage of women. 


This report docs not mean that cither men or women taking 


these medicines for high blood pressure should stop them. 
The dangers of high blood pressure In many cases far out- 
weigh tho dangers of breast cancer. In women past 50, If 
possible, it is probably better to use other medicines when it 
is necessary to treat high blood pressure. However, In some 
cases tho rescrplne medicines prove to be the most effective 
and ore- needed to control excessively high blood pressure. 


1 have always been opposed to treating high blood pressure 


with medicine, except In severe cases, without first trying to 
Improve tho overall health. Many cases of mild high blood 
pressure do not require medicine at all, but do require that 
tho patient get rid of excess fat and adjust the living habits. 


The first step in treating at yonc with high blood pressure, 


unless It Is an emergency, .s to eliminate every ounce of 
excess body fat that can be eliminated. Often this will lower 
the blood pressure to completely normal levels.

A thin person may still have excess fat under the skin, as a 
small spare tire that can be a factor in the elevated blood 
pressure. 


This means, though, that the patient has to change his 


eating habits and often improve his activity or exercise 
schedule. Many patients are unwilling to do this, and the 
doctor has to use medicines to try to keep the patients out of 
future trouble because they won't help themselves. 


No one with high blood pressure, who is taking medicine to 


control it, should stop the medicine on his own. The doctor 
has a fairly difficult time regulating the amount of medicine 
needed in each case. If you don't follow directions then his 
task in trying to help you is made impossible. 


I would think that the problem of possible breast cancer In 


you or in other men is not very important, and you should 
continue your medicine as your doctor advises. It won't hurt 
to check your breasts once in a while for any small lump. 


Women on these medicines should get their doctors' opinion 


for their individual problem. And, certainly women should bo 
extra diligent in checking thoir breasts and having regular 
checkups.

No longer classified 'sickness, disorder9 


The new societal rights of homosexuals 


Since the American Psychiatric Assn. 


no longer classifies homosexuality as a 
sickness or disorder, as of n referendum 
nt thoir Inst annual meeting, what things 
stand In tho way of tho homosexual's ac- 
ceptance into society? 


"This removal of homosexuality from 


the APA's nomenclature allows us the 
consideration of tho real problems at 
hand, which arc our civil rights and so- 
cietal n til tildes," said Dr. Frank Kamc- 
ny, an outspoken "maverick" for the ho- 
mosexual or gny-llbcrnllcm movement 
who has formulated over the years much 
of tho philosophy or Ideology for the 
movement. 


"Homosexuality," ho said, "has never 


been n psychiatric problem or a medical 
problem or n mental disorder or any- 
thing like that. It Is a sociological prob- 
lem In minority group relationships, In 
prejudice and bigotry. 


"For tho Individual homosexual, tho 


APA's previous classification has been 
used as a means of creating nnd sustain- 
ing self-hatred, damaged self-image, di- 


minished self-esteem — all tho things 
which victimize the member of a des- 
pised minority group — nnd this new rul- 
ing will help eliminate that. If we're not 
told we're sick, many of our people will 
no longer think that they're sick. 


"THIS RULING WILL enormously en- 


hance the creation of gay pride, of a 
sense of our own basic dignity," Kamcny 
said. "Secondly, with regard to a larger 
community, the 'sick* label has been 
used as one of the major bulwarks to 
maintain and support prejudice and dis- 
crimination. When all other efforts at ra- 
tional supports for discriminations, for 
contempt, for ridicule had been disposed 
of, the final retort was always, 'Well, 
you're sick.' They no longer can soy 
that." 


"Tho day to day experience of thou- 


sands of gay people that wo know," said 
Darbra Glttlngs, a lesbian activist and 
coordinator for tho American Library 
Assn. task force on gay liberation, "Is 
that everywhere they turn, people who 


do not like gay people, who have a gut 
hostility toward them, buttress this by 
looking to authorities, and until this deci- 
sion by the APA, the psychiatrists, by 
their official stance on homosexuality, 
were the obvious authorities to turn to. 


"BY THEIR referendum, they showed 


clearly what we have been saying all 
along that the label of sickness is a polit- 
ical judgment and moral value judgment 
and has absolutely nothing to do with 
medical matters." 


"There has not been a shred of valid 


scientific evidence," Kameny said, "to 
support the contention that homosexual- 
ity was an illness, and this simply dis- 
poses of the whole question. 


"For our purposes, if you define ho- 


mosexuality ns a major or primary 
dominant preference," Kamcny said, 
"much like you would prefer chocolate 
ice cream over vanilla even though you 
liked them both, as a rough, loose figure, 
we could probably say about 10 per cent 
of tho post-pubcrtal population, male- 
and female both, are gay.

to the Inspection stations. The bottleneck 
starts when passengers reach the single 
Immigrations desk, where passports and 
other papers are inspected. 


Lines arc most inevitable, inspectors 


say, because most overseas flights arc 
charter trips that are completely hooked. 
Two incoming charter flights at the same 
time can dump almost a thousand people 
into the facilities In a few minutes. 


Clearing

.scramble to find their luggage on the ro- 
tating racks and head for the Inspection 
lines. 


While passengers have been waiting in 


line, other Customs employes have been 
searching their plane for anything left on 
IxKird. Airline ground crews must wait to 
board 
until 
the 
aircraft has 
been 


searched. The inspectors find very little, 
but occasionally they get a surprise — 


like the body of a man who hung himself 
in the washroom before landing at 
O'Harc recently. 


The passenger inspection process can 


be tricky. "You've got to try not to use 
first impressions," says inspector Jim 
Peters. He said he asks himself several 
questions about the traveler, such as the 
purpose of the trip, the places he visited 
and whether it was a family vacation. 
"It all adds up to the general picture of 
the person," he says. 


The Inspectors arc looking for two 


types of violations — illegal items and 
improperly valued or concealed 
pur- 


chases. Peters says some violations are 
made Innocently, because people do not 
understand the regulations. There Is a 
long list of prohibited and restricted 
items, and some people do not realize 
that what they have is not allowed, he 
said. 


Attempts to conceal value of items to 


avoid import duties also are common. 
Passengers are given declaration slips 
on the planes, and they arc asked again 
by inspectors if they have anything to 
declare. "We always try to give them as 
much chance as we can," Peters said. 


CUSTOMS INSPECTORS themselves 


have to cope with unusual hours and cir- 
cumstances. They work on rotating shifts 
and used to draw many hours of over- 
time until the staff of 30 was increased to 
70 in 1973. 


An inspector may begin the day on 


cargo assignment and be called in for 
passenger service during a heavy period. 
The charter planes have a knack for ar- 
riving hours or days late because they 
don't have the fleets of equipment that 
scheduled airlines have, the inspectors 
say. 


Employes scheduled to finish at 10 


p.m. may have to wait several hours for 
a later arrival, and other staff members 
are called back to duty occasionally. Tho 
erratic schedule can foul up the social 
life of a single perscn. "It's the unpredic- 
table that's the average," Wolski said. 


WOLSKI SAID THE job can be inter- 


esting, although most employes prefer 
cargo inspection to rummaging through 
suitcases and packages. Neither is with- 
out surprises. 


He recalls a woman who was pushing a 


suitcase along the floor with her foot 
until an inspector asked her to open it. 
As soon as the case parted, two birds 
flew out and headed for the glass walls 
overhead. It took the fire department to 
retrieve the errant parrots, who eventual- 
ly had to be destroyed. 


Another inspector stuck his hand into a 


bag carried by the director of the East 
Berlin zoo and came face-to-face with a 
tranquilized cobra. 


Cargo inspectors at O'Harc once 


cleared a chimpanzee, only to watch the 
trainer let the animal out of its cage. The 
trainer picked up one side of the cage, 
the chimp picked up the other, and to- 
gether they carried the crate away. 


Almost everything can come into the country legally, 


including items as varied as crucifixes and ukuleles. 


Duties vary, but average is 7% 


A Mali Jong set will cost 10 per cent, 


but antiques more than 100 years old are 
free. Dolls are assessed at 17.5 per cent 
and artificial flowers at 21 per cent. 


These examples are taken from a list 


of duties charged on imports above the 
$100 allowed duty-free to each traveler. 


The average rate is 7 per cent, but 


U.S. Customs officials have long lists of 
items that bear their own rates. Dried 
mushrooms are taxed at 3.2 cents per 
pound, plus 10 per cent of the cost. Paint- 
ings, drawings and truffles are free, but 
toys and prepared vegetables are 17.5 
per cent. Clothing can range from 7.5 per 
cent to 32.5 per cent, depending on con- 
tent and weight. 


The customs service provides tlte book- 


let "Know Before You Go" to help Amer- 
icans traveling abroad who plan to bring 
back souvenirs or clothing. Officials also 
say they will allow the most expensively 
taxed items to be added into tlte $100 


deductible amount to produce the lowest 
possible charge for the citizen. 


THE CUSTOMS booklet explains that 


families may group their deductible 
amount, and special regulations apply to 
importation of liquor and tobacco prod- 
ucts. 


Merchandise from North Korea, North 


Vietnam, Rhodesia and Cuba is prohibit- 
ed from importation, and narcotics or 
dangerous drugs also are banned. Trade- 
marked articles such as cameras might 
not be allowed if the trademark owner 
has not filed consent with the Treasury 
Dept. 


Travelers should read the booklet be- 


fore going overseas for tips on how to 
handle film, how to mail gifts to the 
United States and how to handle ship- 
ments, particularly from countries such 
as Canada that have specific rules. 


Now, if you can find a Mah Jong set 


that is more than 100 years old, you 
might really confuse the authorities.

Business feels sting of GOP losses: Chamber leader

Illlnoli lHi.sJncs.smcn were warned Thurs- 


dny to keep Iliclr hands on their wal- 
lets while the Democrat-dominated Illi- 
nois General Aasombly Is lurking about 
In Springfield. 


At a legislative briefing conducted by 


the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
in Chicago, businessmen also were ad- 
vised to scream loudly for help from 
their few Republican friends remaining 
In Springfield when the legislature starts 
eying their pockctbooks. 


Addressing more than 150 business 


leaders from the Chicago area, Chamber 


president Lester \V. Brann Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 73th 
General Assembly arc moves to alter the 
constitutional requirement for an 8-to-5 
ratio between corporate and Individual 
stale income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget In the next fiscal year. 


Drann said the greatest threat to busi- 


ness In legislative matters during the 
next two years Is the increased Influence 
of organized labor. 


WITH DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


the* House and the Senate, Brann pointed 
out (hat labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


in 90 per cent of the House races in 1964, 
and 62 per cent of Senate races. 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 139 candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of 35-24. 


"Wo lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly In the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the pastl" 


Brann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual income tax 
rales — but that a series of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep those tax 
bills at the same level, placing the bur- 
den of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block a statewide referendum which 
would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they will think twice about 
raising any taxes," he said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 


ager, Paul Neal, warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget in the next year, although it is 
expressly forbidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget has grown from 


$4 4 billion to $i!.4 billion from 1971 to the 
current year, Neal pointed out, increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes. 


Between fiscal 1971 and fiscal 1975, 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, but spend- 
ing climbed by S3 per cent.At that rate, 


Neal said, the state now is at the point 
where Gov. Daniel Walker's recent pro- 
posed budget of $108 billion would ex- 
haust all financial reserves in fiscal 1976. 


But, Neal warned, state Chamber esti- 


mates indicate that Walker has oxer- 
estimated revenues and underestimated 
spending for the next vear. 


Chamber officials warned the busine«s- 


mcn that they must take an active inter- 
est in legislative matters and remain in 
close contact with their local legislators 
to avert a spate of legislation that will be 
costly to business.

A consulting firm commissioned by the 


Village of Wheeling said in a report ol>- 
tnined by The Herald Thursday tluit the 
village generally i.s well managed, hut 
oullinrd numerous deficiencies it said 
should be corrected. 


The report, prepared by Yarger and 


Associates, Fulls Church, Vn., was given 
to village Ixwird members Monday night, 
but Village Mgr. George Pas.solt and oth- 
er officials refused to release the report. 


The study win ordered by village offi- 


cl.ils Inst full, following the Indictments 
of six present nnd former Wheeling and 
Cook County officials In a builder shake- 
down .scandal. Four of the six have 
pleaded guilty and two arc awaiting 
trial. 


"Generally the village is well managed 


under the village board/manager form of 
government, and .seems to have substan- 


tially overcome the problems related to 
the zoning scandal last year," the report 
says. 


The 90-page report outlines the good 


points and deficiencies in administrative 
areas, as well as the areas of public 
health, public works, law enforcement, 
fire protection and building and zoning. 
Numerous recommendations arc includ- 
ed in the report. 


THE REPORT SAYS Passolt Is "over- 


extended" which hampers his effective- 
ness as the head administrator in the vil- 
lage. 


"The village manager is unduly in- 


volved In line and staff matters and 
more of his time should be concentrated 
on the administrative concerns of the vil- 
lage and specific directives of the village 
board," the report says. 


"The excessive involvement with rou- 


tine line and staff matters docs not allow 
the village manager to function in a full

The attorney general's office Is asking 


penalties of not more than $10,000 for 
each violation, with an additional $1,000 
penalty for each day the violation contin- 
ues. 


The complaint specifically covers users 


In Mount Prospect, Prospect Heights and 
Wheeling Township. It Is estimated that 
this includes 0,300 residential meters and 
Kl commercial meters. 


A SPOKESMAN FIIOM the attorney 


general's office said the complaint was 
based partially on complaints voiced at 
«n Illinois Commerce Commission hear- 
ing earlier this week on the quality of 
Citizens Utilities service 


The company also serves some 500 


homes in the Wayclndcn Park subdivi- 
sion near DCS Plalncs but service in this 
area Ls not Included in the complaint. 


The state onvironmcntail-protection 


agency last year ruled that Citizens Utili- 
ties water meets state standards. The 
ruling came after several weeks of test- 
Ing by the agency.

Normal procedure calls -for a pro- 
hearing conference, which wi'fl lead to a 
public hearing if the charges are not re- 
solved. 


The pollution-control board can take 


several actions if the charges ore found 
to be valid. Fines and other poialtlcs can 
be imposed, or the board can offer solu- 
tions to the problems.

provide fresh potable water in the event 


construction work causes wells to cloud. 


The agency said the turarel system 


could bo built as proposed, provided the 
sanitary district follows the planned en- 
vironmental safeguards. 


"The MSD should take whatever steps 


arc necessary within their control to in- 
sure thnt the rock extracted during the 
construction of the conveycncfi system is 
utilized in the most environmentally 
compatible manner," the statement said. 


The agency report also culls on the 


sanitary district to monitor vertical shaft 
openings, onco the system Is in oper- 
ation, for odors and to possibly cover the 
shaft openings if the odors occur on a 
regular basis. 


The report also said that the sanitary 


district should study alternatives before 
going ahead with a plan to bitild a com- 
bined sewage reservoir and pcesibly con- 
sider connecting the local ttmnels into 
the main tunnel system in the City of 
Chicago.

The Harper College Board of Trustees 


Thursday approved faculty salary in- 
creases averaging 9.7 per cent for tho 
1975-76 school year. 


The salary package provides that fac- 


ulty members will receive raises totaling 
6.03 per cent of their salary for this year 
plus $500, bringing the average raise to 
9.7 per cent. The package, which in- 
cludes Improvements in insurance cov- 
erage, was negotiated between tho facul- 
ty and a committee of board members. 


At Herald press time, the board had 


not discussed another item on Thurs- 
day's agenda which, if approved, would 
mean that some faculty members would 
receive no more than a 6 per cent raise. 


BOARD MEMBERS were expected to 


discuss an administrative recommenda- 
tion that slnry ranges for faculty mem- 
bers of varying ranks be increased by 6 
per cent. U dcr the administration's rec- 
ommendation, faculty members at the 
top of tho range for their position would 
receive no more than the 6 per cent in- 
crease, despite the 9.7 increase in the 
over-all package. 


Faculty negotiations committee chair- 


man Thomas McCabe said the adminis- 
trative recommendation would affect 11 
faculty members. He said the faculty ne- 
gotiations committee did not know when 
it signed the salary agreement that those 
faculty members might not receive the 


full 9.7 per cent raise. 


"I was originally going to say this was 


a good settlement," he said, adding that 
because of the issue involving the 11 fac- 
ulty members, "we will wait for further 
clarification from the board." 


THE BOARD ALSO approved by a 6 to 


1 vote a proposal by board member Rob- 
ert Rausch requiring the college admin- 
istration to notify the press of all closed 
board meetings despite a statement from 
the board's attorney that the notice was 
not legally required. 


Rausch said his proposal was not 


meant to "reflect on other boards" but 
was an affirmation of the board's in- 
tention to "abide by the spirit as well as 
the letter of the law."

Business feels sting of GOP losses: Chamber leader

Illinois businessmen ucrc warned Thurs- 


day to keep I heir hands on their wal- 
lets while the Democrat-dominated Illi- 
nois General Aascmbly Is lurking about 
in Springfield. 


At n legislative briefing conducted by 


the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
in Chicago, businessmen also were ad- 
vised to scream loudly for help from 
their few Itcpubllcnn friends remaining 
in Springfield when the legislature starts 
eying their pockctbooks. 


Addressing more than 150 business 


leaders from tlic Chicago area. Chamber 


president Luster W. Brnnn Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 79th 
General Assembly are moves to alter the 
constitutional requirement for an S-to-.l 
ratio between corporate and individual 
state income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget in the next fiscal year. 


Bra n M said the greatest threat to busi- 


ness in legislative matters during the 
next two >ears i.s the increased influence 
of organi/cd labor. 


WITH DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


the House and the Senate, Brann pointed 
out that labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


in 90 per cent of the House races in 19G4, 
and 62 per cent of Senate races. 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 139 candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of 33-24. 


"We lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly in the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the pastl" 


Drann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual income tax 
rates — but that a series of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep those tax 
bills at the same level, placing the bur- 
den of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block 
a statewide referendum whicli 


would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they will think twice about 
raising any taxes," he said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 


ager, Paul Neal. warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget m the next year, although it is 
expressly forbidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget has grown from 


$4.4 billion to $8.4 billion from 1971 to the 
current year, Neal pointed out, increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes. 


Between fiscal 1971 and fiscal 1975, 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, but spend- 
ing climbed by 53 per cent.At that rate, 


Neal said, the state now is at the point 
where Gov. Daniel Walker's recent pro- 
posed budget of $108 billion would ex- 
haust all financial reserves in fiscal 1976. 


But, Neal warned, state Chamber esti- 


mates indicate that Walker has oxer- 
estimated revenues and underestimated 
spending for the next >ear 


Chamber officials warned the business- 


men that they must take an active inter- 
est in legislate e matters and remain in 
close contact with their local legislators 
to avert a spate of legislation that will be 
costly to business.

Even though Washington missed it 
Webster home on Graceland 
carves own niche in history

George Washington may have never 


slept there but the house at 704 Grace- 
land Ave., Des Plaines, nonetheless has 
carved its own niche in history. 


The Webster house, named after its 


earliest owners, is the first residential 
building in the city to be verified and 
designated as a centennial home by the 
Des Plaines Historical Society. A marker 
commemorating the 100-year-old home 
as a historical landmark in the city will 
soon be installed on the house. 


Built in 1873, the Victorian house has 


been under the ownership of a member 
of the George Alfred Webster family of 
Des Plaines for its entire history with 
the exception of five years when it was 
owned by an outsider. 


OWNERSHIP OF THE house has 


passed through the hands of five Webster 
relatives starting with George Alfred, 
who lived in the house until 1879. From 
1879 to 1905 Webster's sister Cornelia and 
her family lived in the house. 


In 1905 George Andrew Webster, a 


nephew of the original owner, moved 
into the house and remained until 1919 
when the house was sold to Julius 0. 
Randah, whose wife Cornelia was a niece 
of George Alfred Webster. 


In 1937 the house was sold to George T. 


Shonts. the only non-Webster to ever own 
the residence. Shonts sold tlic home in 
1942 to Murray S. Smith, current owner 
of the home, whose wife Alice is a grand 
niece of the original owner. 


SMITH. A RETIRED local newspaper 


editor, was instrumental in getting the 
bouse recognized for its historical signifi- 
cance to the city. Smith documented the 
history of the house in print in a 100-plus- 
page booklet he compiled for the histori- 


Society seeks historical sites here 


Tlic Des Plaines Historical Society is 


looking for homes, businesses and resi- 
dents who qualify for recognition under 
the society's historical marker-pioneer 
certification program. 


The program includes four categories 


of recognition including a Des Plaines 
pioneer resident, centennial home, busi- 
ness pioneer and business building land- 
mark.

To qualify as a centennial home, a 


building must be a private residence 
with the major portion of the structure at 
least 100 years old. The building need not 
have been in the same family for a cen- 
tury.

ted for 75 years or more and which still 
maintain a general structural similarity

SO FAR ONE centennial home, the 


Webster house at 704 Graceland Ave. 
and one business building, the Kinder 
Hardware Store at Ellinwood and Prairie 
streets, have qualified for recognition un- 
der the program. 


The Kuider store was officially dedi- 


cated with a historic market in 1973 and 
the Webster house is scheduled to re- 
cei\e its marker within the next few 
weeks. 


Richard Welch, historical society di- 


rector, said applications in the four cate- 
gories have been taken out but so far 
none has been returned.

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Attorney General's office Hies complaint 
Citizens Utilities Co. water 
unsafe, dirty, state charges

Citizens Utilities Co. falls to provide 


safe, clean water to Its customers, the 
I l l i n o i s Attorney General's Office 
chnrRixl Thursday. 


The environmental-control division of 


the office filed n complaint with the Illi- 
nois Pollution Control Board, charging 
Citizens has failed to provide water that 
is "safe In quality, clean, adequate In 
quantity ami of satisfactory mineral 
character for ordinary domestic con- 
sumption." 


Citizens officials were unavailable for 


comment. 


The attorney general's office is asXing 


penalties of not more than $10.000 for 
each violation, with an additional $1,000 
penalty for each day the violation contin- 
ues. 


The complaint specifically covers users 


In Mount Prospect, Prospect Heights and 
Wheeling Township. It is estimated that 
this includes 0,300 residential meters and 
6n commercial meters. 


A SI'OKKSMAN FKOM the attorney 


general's office said the complaint was 
based partially on complaints voiced at 
nn Illinois Commerce Commission hear- 
ing earlier this week on the quality of 
Citizens Utilities sen-ice 


The company also serves some GOO 


homes in the Wayclndcn Park subdivi- 
sion near DCS Plaincs but service in this 
area Ls not included in the complaint. 


The state environmental-protection 


agency last year ruled thnt Citizens Utili- 
ties water meets state standards. The 
ruling came after several weeks of test- 
ing by the agency. 


The spokesman for the attorney gcner- 


Company's rates among highest 


Citizens Utilities Co. water rates aro 


among the highest in the nation when 
judged according to a survey prepared in 
November 1074 by the Dallas Water Utili- 
ties in Texas. 


The survey compares water rates for 


residential users in 62 major U.S. cities. 
Citizens Utilities rates, when compared 
to the figures in the survey, are about 
double the average of rates in other 
areas. 


The statistics show that Citizens' $5.52 


minimum monthly charge Is 257 per cent 
more than the average $2.14 per month 
charged by the 62 utilities. The highest 
minimum charge in the survey was in 
Phoenix, Ariz., where the monthly rate is 
$3.30. In Cleveland, Ohio, the monthly 
charge Is 61 cents, less than one-ninth 
Citizens Utilities' rate. 


SOME 2,r.o HOMES in the northeast 


section of Mount Prospect are serviced 
by Citizens Utilities, along with an addi- 
tional 500 homes in the unincorporated 
Waycinden Park area near DCS Plaines. 


Residents who use 1,000 cubic feet or 


7,480 gallons of water will find Citizens 
Utilities' $9.28 rate more than double the 
average of the 62 cities. Those rates 
ranged from a low of $1.12 in Dayton, 
Ohio, to $7.70 in Indianapolis, Ind. 


Rate comparisons were similar at 


higher levels of water consumption.

service and to reconsider last year's rate 
hikes. A separate request for a sewer- 
rate Increase Is before the ICC. 


Mount Prospect is conducting its own 


study to determine tho financial feasibil- 
ity of purchasing the utility company's 
water and sower lines in the northeast 
section of the village.

house, he has spent close to $50,000 in 
remodeling costs. Adding a hint as to the 
15-room home's purchase price in 1942, 
Smith said "I have put about five times 
more into it than I paid for it." 


SOME OF THE CHANGES he has 


made in the home, Smith said, include 
adding a fireplace to the basement, in- 
stalling a new chimney, new stairways, 
floor to ceiling bookcases for the library, 
new plumbing and heating ducts, con- 
verting the basement into a five-room 
apartment and constructing an office and 
work room in the rear of the basement. 


Hardwood floors and carpeting also 


were installed in the home by Smith and 
in some cases these improvements were 
done to remove the original dirt floors 
which still existed in the residence in 
1942. 


In his booklet, which traces the history 


of the home through its six owners, 
Smith details structural and remodeling 
changes which were done by each mem- 
ber of the family who owned the house. 


ALSO INCLUDED IN the historical sy- 


nopsis is a recap of national and local 
events going on at the time each person 
owned the home, making a capsule his- 
tory not only of the house over the past 
100 years but also of the nation and the 
City of Des Plaines. 


Smith said after 30 years of remodeling 


work the house is now just the way he 
and his wife want it. "It's a big house for 
two people but it's part of our family and 
we intend to stay here for the rest of our 
lives. We couldn't imagine moving* into 
an apartment." 


Smith, 72, sold both his sons Murray 


Jr., 45, and George, 42, have expressed 
strong interests in keeping the house 


within the family, although the elder 
Smith admits he has not thought much 
about which of his two boys will carry on 
the Webster family reign in the home. 


Smith disagrees with the notion that 


nostallgia such as that exemplified in the 
Webster house history has no place in a 
world concerned with progress. "We are 
proud to own the Webster house and 
hope to live here as long as it is possible 


for us to do so," Smith writes in his 
booklet. 


Richard Welch, historical society direc- 


tor, adds his own note of admiration for 
the house in his preface to Smith's book- 
et. "Pride in one's home is s old as man- 
kind, but when the history of a house is 
known and documented, this pride is 
doubled ... and the Smiths have a pride 
of ownership that is clearly justified."

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Business feels sting of GOP losses: Chamber leader

Illinois businessmen were warned Thurs- 


duy to keep their hands on their wal- 
1ct% while the Democrat-dominated Illi- 
nois General Aascmbly Is lurking about 
in Springfield. 


At n legislative briefing conducted by 


the Illinois State Chamber of Commcicc 
In Chicago, businessmen also were ad- 
vised to scream loudly for help from 
their few Republican friends remaining 
in Springfield when the legislature Marts 
eying their pockctbooks. 


Addressing more than 130 business 


leaders from the Chicago area, Chamber 


president Lester \V. Brunn Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 70th 
General Assembly arc moves to alter the 
constitutional requirement for an a-to-5 
ratio between corporate and individual 
state income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget In the next fiscal year. 


Brann snid the greatest threat to busi- 


ness in legislative matters during the 
next two years is the Increased Influence 
of organiml labor. 


WITH DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


the House and the Senate, Brann pointed 
out that labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


in 90 per cent of the House races in 1SG4, 
and 62 per cent of Senate races. 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 13D candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of ,13-24. 


"Wo lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly In the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the pastl" 


Brann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual income tax 
rates — but that a series of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep those tax 
bills at the same level, placing the bur- 
den of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block a statewide referendum 
which 


would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they will think twice about 
raising any taxes," he said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 


ager, Paul Ncal, warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget in the next >ear, although it is 
expressly forbidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget has grown fiom 


$4 4 billion to $8.4 billion from 1971 to the 
current year, Ncal pointed out. increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes. 


Between fiscal 1971 and fiscal 1975. 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, but spend- 
ing climbed by 53 per cent.At that rate, 


Neal said, the state now is at the point 
where Gov Daniel Walker's recent pro- 
posed budget of S108 billion would c\- 
haust all financial reserves in fiscal 1976. 


But. N'eal warned, state Chamber esti- 


mates indicate that Walker has ovci- 
estimated revenues and undeiestimated 
spending for the next veat 


Chamber officials warned the business- 


men that they must take an active inter- 
e4 in legislative matters and remain in 
close contact with their local legislators 
to avert a spate of legislation that will be

us that. We just want to sec that the lake 
they're planning won't back up on the 
nature preserve under normal condi- 
tions." 


HAMILTON SAID the nature preserve

"We have to make sure the housing

Illinois businessmen were warned Thtirs- 


clay to keep their hands on their vval- 
Ids while the Democrat-dominated Illi- 
nois General Assembly is lurking about 
In Springfield. 


At n legislative briefing conducted by 


the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
In Chicago, businessmen also were nd- 
vised to scream loudly for help from 
their few Republican friends remaining 
In Springfield when the legislature starts 
eying their nockctbooks. 


Addressing more than 150 business 


leaders from the Chicago area, Chamber 


president Lester VV. Orann Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 70th 
General Assembly arc moves to alter the 
constitutional requirement for on 8-to-5 
ratio between corporate and individual 
stale Income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget In the next fiscal year. 


Brann said the greatest threat to busi- 


ness in legislative matters during the 
next two years is the increased Influence 
of organized labor. 


WITH DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


tho House and the Senate, Brann pointed 
out that labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


in 80 per cent of the House races in 1964, 
and fii per cent of Senate races. 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 139 candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of 35-24. 


"Wo lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly in the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the pastl" 


Brann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual Income tax 
rates — but that a series of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep tho&c tax 
bills at the same level, placing the bur- 
den of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
Individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block a statewide referendum 
which 


would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they w'H think twice about 
raising any taxes," he said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 


ager, Paul Neal, warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget in the next year, although it is 
expressly forbidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget has grown from 


$4.4 billion to $8.4 billion from 1971 to the 
current year, Neal pointed out, increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes. 


Between fiscal 1971 and fiscal 1975, 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, but spend- 
ing climbed by 53 per cent.At that rate, 


Neal said, the state now is at the point 
where Gov. Daniel Walker's recent-pro- 
posed budget of SI0.8 billion would-ex- 
haust all financial reserves in fiscal 1976. 


But, Neal warned, state Chamber csli- 


mates indicate that Walker has over- 
estimated revenues and underestimated 
spending for the next year. 


Chamber officials warned the business- 


men that they must take an active inter- 
est in legislate e matters and remain in 
close contact with their local legislators 
to avert a spate of legislation that will be 
costly to business.

The homeowners charged the 
price of their units was Inflated to pay 
for the bribes and the suit seeks com- 
pensation for the alleged high prices. 


The class action suit settlement must 


be agreed to by all parties involved, and 
Davies estimated as many as 500 home- 
owners in the complex are included. 


Davies said terms of the settlement in- 


clude a cash settlement and agreement 
by K&B to perform certain improve- 
ments at the complex and provide addi- 
tional recreational facilities. 


"We are getting pretty much what we 


wanted in the first place," Davies said. 
"Theoretically everyone in the class ac- 
tion gets a portion of the money and ev- 
eryone benefits by the other improve- 
ments." 


The homeowners' lawsuit is one of two 


which resulted from the bribery scandal 
surrounding the Barrington Square de- 
velopment. The other suit involved action 
filed by K&B against the Village of Hoff- 
man Estates. The firm filed the suit last 
year after the village refused to issue 
new building permits for the complex. 


THE VILLAGE policy was adopted be- 


cause of what it called "the unfortunate" 
zoning of the complex and "unfair prof- 
its" obtained by the company from the 
project. 


The village has authorized a counter- 


suit against the company but has not 
filed the action.

in the nature preserve and they've told 
us that. We just want to see that the lake 
they're planning won't back up on the 
nature preserve under normal condi- 
tions." 


HAMILTON SAID the nature preserve 


committee also is concerned about con- 
troling access to the nature center from 
the proposed development. 


"We have to make sure the housing 


there won't force foot traffic through the 
nature preserve unduly," he said. "The 
preserve is intended as a passive area." 


A 195-acrc portion of the 665-acre Cen- 


tex development, the section th.it would 
border the nature center, is the subject 
of a dispute between the Elk Grove and 
Schaumburg park districts. Although the 
land lies within the boundaries of Elk 


Grove Village, it is part of the Schaurn- 
burg Park District.

CENTEX SUBMITTED a petition last 


fall to transfer the land into the -Elk 
Grove Park District. Schaumburg park

Oehlerk- 
ing, 
must then go to Schaumburg's Zon- 


ing board of appeals for public hearings 
on the proposal. 


Oehlcrking could not be reached for 


comment Thursday but it is reported he 
cannot build a housing development on 
the property because the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District will not issue permits in 
Streamwood until the village upgrades 
its sewer system. 


"I understand his position, but I can't 


honestly sec our village board acting otl>- 
cr than adversely to the proposal," said 
Brcckenridge H. Bcntley, Streamwood 
village manager. Bentley said Stream- 
wood expects approval of federal fund- 
ing for a sewer project within 30 
days, though it is expected to take about 
two years to complete. 


AYOUB TALHAMI, A spokesman for 


the MSD, said sewer permits were cut 
off in Streamwood in early 1974. "The 
only solution to Streamwood's problem is

Business feels sting of GOP losses: Chamber leader 


liy IIOH LAIIKY 


llllnoi.1 businessmen were warned Thurs- 


day In keep their hands on their wal- 
lets whllr the Democrat-dominated Illi- 
nois Gcncr.il Aoscmbly Is lurking about 
In Springfield. 


At n leHislulivc briefing conducted by 


(he Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
In Chicago, businessmen also were ml- 
vised to scream loudly for help from 
their few Itcpublican friends remaining 
In Springfield when the legislature starts 
eying their pockctbooks. 


Addressing more than ISO business 


leaders from the Chicago area, Chamber 


president Lester \V. Brann Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 79th 
General Assembly arc moves to alter the 
constitutional requirement for an B-to-5 
ratio between corporate and individual 
state income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget in the next fiscal year. 


Brann said the greatest threat to busi- 


ness in legislative matters during the 
next two years is the increased influence 
of organized labor. 


WITH DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


the House and the Senate, Brann pointed 
out that labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


in 90 per cent of the House races in 1964, 
and fi2 per cent of Senate races. 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 139 candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of 33-24. 


"We lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly in the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the postl" 


Brann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual income tax 
rates — but that a series of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep those tax 
bills at the same level, placing the bur- 
den of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block a statewide referendum which 
would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they will think twice about 
raising any taxes," he said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 
ager, Paul Neal, warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget in the next year, although it is 
expressly forbidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget lias grown from 


$4.4 billion to $8.4 billion from 1971 to the 
current year, Neal pointed out, increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes. 


Between fiscal 1971 and fiscal 1D75, 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, but spend- 
ing climbed by 53 per cent.At that rate, 


Neal said, the state now is at the point 
where Gov. Daniel Walker's recent pro- 
posed budget of $108 billion would ex- 
haust all financial reserves in fiscal 1976. 


But. Neal warned, state Chamber esti- 


mates indicate that Walker has over- 
estimated revenues and underestimated 
spending for the next year. 


Chamber officials warned the business- 


men that they must take an active inter- 
est in legislative matters and remain in 
close contact with their local legislators 
to avert a spate of legislation that will be 
costly to business.

R a y m o n d H. Neuckranz, running 


against an incumbent and two other inde- 
pendents for the 1st Ward aldermanic 
seat in Rolling Meadows, Thursday an- 
nounced a platform opposing apartment 
construction and annexation. 


"I think we should stay the way we are 


right now. I don't like going way out to 
Quentln Road (in future annexations). I 
sec no need for it," Neuckranz said. If 


O'Connor unveils 4-plank platform 


Bernard T. O'Connor, independent can- 


didate for Rolling Meadows 1st Ward al- 
derman, announced a four-plank platform 
Thursday including opposition to night 
and Sunday racing at Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


O'Connor has taken on incumbent Aid. 


Thomas W. Scanlan of the Citizens Ac- 
tion Party of 1975 slate and independent 
candidates 
Raymond 
Neuckranz and 


John Rolfc. 


"Ward 1 residents should not be sub- 


jected to additional noise and traffic 
problems" from' the track, O'Connor 
said. He noted residents were aware of 
the track's existence when they bought' 
their homes, but "did not bargain for 
night and Sunday racing and the result- 
ing noise and traffic problems." 


SUNDAY RACING currently is prohib- 


ited by Illinois law, but the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board is backing legislation that 
would remove limitations on its authority 
to grant racing dates. That would make 
Sunday races possible. The Arlington 
track is not currently seeking night rac- 
ing dates, although it has applied for 
them in the past and been turned down 
by the racing board. 


O'Connor also cited concern among 


residents over potential parking prob- 
lems in parts of the ward if a proposed 
new stadium is built north of the track. 


He said he would sponsor an ordinance 
banning street parking in areas adjacent 
to the stadium site if parking becomes 
troublesome. 


O'Connor's platform also pledges total 


representation of the ward, fiscal respon- 
sibility and opposition to spot zoning in 
or near residential areas. 


To improve representation, he said, he 


would maintain communication with civ- 
ic and area leaders in the ward, attend 
residents' meetings and functions and 
"make himself available to individual 
views." 


O'CONNOR SAID HE believes an al- 


derman should express views of his con- 
stituents, rather than his own personal 
ideas. "Ward 1 is currently the major 
growth region of the city, with large 
areas of unincorporated land lying to the 
north and west of the ward," he said. 


He sees unincorporated property as 


"an opportunity and an area of con- 
cern," noting growth of industrial areas 
can increase the city's tax base, easing 
the tax load on homeowners. He said he 
is concerned over the potential for spot 
zoning "which would reduce the value of 
nearby residential property." To elimi- 
nate chances of spot zoning, he proposes 
to introduce a city ordinance requiring 
formal written notice to adjacent propcr-

Harper faculty members 
get raises averaging 9.7% 


The Harper College board of trustees 


and representatives of the college faculty 
clashed angrily Thursday over what fac- 
ulty members charged was a "trick" 
that will deprive some senior faculty 
members of the full salary increase, 
which was negotiated for next year. 


The clash came after the board had 


adopted a negotiated salary 
package 


calling for an average 9,7 per cent pay 
increase for faculty for the 1975-76 school 
year. The package provides the faculty 
members will receive raises of 6.3 per 
cent of this year's salary, plus $600. It 
was negotiated by committees of the 
board and faculty. 


The faculty protest began when the 


board discussed an administration rec- 
ommendation that salary ranges for aca- 
demic ranks (instructor, assistant profes- 
sor, etc.) be increased by 6 per cent over 
this year's level. Faculty representatives 
said the 6 per cent increase would mean 
teachers with salaries at the top of their 
salary range would not get the full 
amount of the negotiated raise. 


FACULTY 
SENATE 
Pres. Robert 


P o w e l l and negotiations committee 


chairman Tom McCabe said last year 
the faculty adjusted salary ranges by the 
same amount as the negotiated salary 
settlement, so no senior faculty members 
lost money. 


By increasing the range only 6 per cent 


this year, Powell said, "a number of the 
senior faculty people will not get the full 
negotiated raise." He added, "evidently 
the faculty is simply not equipped to 
compete in the negotiation process. We 
never thought this would happen." 


Board members reacted heatedly to 


the faculty charges, with board Pres. 
William Kelly at one point telling Powell 
it's "a lie, if you say you were unaware 
of this." 


Lawrence Moats, chairman of the 


board negotiating committee, said the 
board has always reserved the right to 
set salary ranges, and has not negotiated 
the percentage of increase. He said, 
"last year the raise in the ranges just 
accommodated all the faculty." 


Powell said he would take responsi- 


bility for the incident with the faculty. 
"We're just incompetent in negotiations, 
that's all," he said.

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Business feels sting of GOP losses: Chamber leader

Illinois businessmen were warned Thurs- 


day to keep their hands on their wal- 
lets while the Democrat-dominated Illi- 
nois General Assembly Is lurking about 
In Springfield. 


At a legislative briefing conducted by 


the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
In Chicago, businessmen also were ad- 
vised to scream loudly for help from 
their few Ik-publican friends remaining 
in Springfield when the legislature starts 
eying their pockctbooks. 


Addressing more than 130 business 


leaders from the Chicago area, Chamber 


president Lester W. Brann Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 79th 
General Assembly are moves to alter the 
constitutional requirement for an 8-to-S 
ratio between corporate and individual 
state income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget in the next fiscal year. 


Brann said the greatest threat to busi- 


ness in legislative matters during the 
next two years Is the Increased Influence 
of organized labor. 


WITH DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


the House and the Senate, Brann pointed 
out that labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


in 90 per cent of the House races in 1964, 


and 62 per cent of Senate races. 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 139 candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of 33-24. 


"We lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly In the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the pnstl" 


Brann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual income tax 
rates — but that a scries of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep those tax 
bills at the same level, placing the bur- 
den of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block a statewide referendum which 
would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they will think twice about 
raising any taxes," he said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 
ager. Paul Neal, warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget in the next year, although it is 
expressly forbidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget has grown from 


$4.4 billion to $8.4 billion from 1971 to the 
current year. Neal pointed out, increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes. 


Between fiscal 1971 and fiscal 1975, 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, but spend- 
ing climbed by 53 per cent.At that rate, 


Neal said, the state now is at the point 
where Gov. Daniel Walker's recent pro- 
posed budget of $10.8 billion would ex- 
haust all financial reserves in fiscal 1976. 


But, Nca! warned, state Chamber esti- 


mates indicate that Walker has over- 
estimated revenues and underestimated 
spending for the next year. 


Chamber officials warned the business- 


men that they must take an active inter- 
est in legislative matters and remain in 
close contact with their local legislators 
to avert a spate of legislation that will be 
costly to business.

January 1974. Constant turmoil between 
the police chief, village board and the 
villnge manager resulted in Centner's 
resignation In Juno 1972 and a division of 
the department's police officers.

proach to policing. The police service 
needs of a neighborhood "can't be met 
until the police officers know everything 
about the area's problems and people," 
he said.

A chief 
deputy was appointed, a traffic division 
of officers was organized, and the de- 
partment expanded its headquarters dur- 
ing the reorganization. The new black 
and white patrol cars, and the new navy 
blue uniforms added to the change in 
surroundings that set the stage for the 
department's recovery. 


"The men needed to take pride in what 


they were and what work they did. 
Training was seriously neglected in the 
past and it became necessary to make a 
serious commitment to training in all 
areas of police science," Bratchcr said. 


The police department's approximate 


tiO police personnel spent a total of 3,840 
hours in training in all areas of law en- 
forcement last year because of Brat- 
cher's belief. 


BRATCHER SAYS it is harder to im- 


prove the attitude and morale of the po- 
lice force than it is to improve its quali- 
ty. 


"A police chief can't demand the re- 


spect of the department. He has to earn 
it. I have tried to do what I can to make 
things better, but it's going to take time, 
and it's going to take work on all our 
parts," he said. 


It will take "a good two years" before 


the department reaches its ultimate goal, 
which is to be "the best police depart- 
ment in the state," Bratcher said, and he 
believes it can be done. 


"I was impressed with the caliber of 


police officers in this department when I 
first came. There was a high education 
level in the department, but a gross lack 
of formal training," he said. 


"The talent and dedication of the 


people in this department will overcome 


any of the problems with morale and at- 
titude that we might have," Bratcher 
said. 


THE POLICE CHIEF has been equally 


concerned 
about 
community support 


which, he says, "has been encouraging." 
Police officers and administrators have 
made a "concentrated effort this year" 
to meet with residents and civic groups 
to discuss mutual problems and con- 
cerns. 


"A police department is only efficient 


if it has cooperation and support from 
the community. Crime prevention is a 
major responsibility of the total commu- 
nity," he said. 


The communication between members 


of the department is improving, the 
wounds from open debate and dissent ion 
are beginning to heal, and "we are be- 
coming a cohesive department with a 
new future," Bratcher said.

Now the 
library relies on the group to help furnish 
some of the basic things they need like 
books or furniture," McElroy said.

Mem- 
bers are considering several ways in 
which the funds could be spent to benefit 
the library, McEiroy said. 


The organization may purchase a pi- 


ano for the new library, under construc- 
tion at Northwest Highway and Benton 
Street, that could be used in one of the 
building's two conference rooms. Ths 
group may also use the book sale funds 
to purchase American history books and 
items for display in the new library dur- 
ing the country's bicentennial celebration 
next year. Tho money may also be is- 
sued to the librarian for the purchase of 
now books. 


THE NEW contribution will be only 


one of many that Tho Friends of the Li- 
brary has made over live years. The 
Friends has supplemented tho library 
with nearly $10,000 in donated materials 
and more than 1,000 books during the 
past 23 years. 


Included in the list of gifts from The 


Friends to the library arc a 49-volume 
art series, records, children's furniture, 
37 sculpture reproductions that can be 
checked out of the library, office mach- 
ines and equipment, book shelves, and the 
paved parking lot adjacent to the present 
library at 149 N. Broekway St. 


The group plans to coordinate garden 


plots to the south of the new library 
building that will bo cultivated by vari- 
ous civic organizations, and will assist 
with the dedication ceremonies when the 
new facility opens in the summer. 


The organization may provide a baby- 
sitting service for mothers who want to 
browse through the library, may volun- 
tarily host receptions following special li- 
brary speaker presentations, and will 
continue to assist the library with emer 
gency clerical work once the new library 
is open. 


"The Friends have always been a very 


important support and volunteer group 
for the library. But, they will become 
even more important when the new li- 
brary opens. We will be more in need of 
the volunteer services that their mem- 
bers can give us because there will bo 
much to do," said Andrea Balcken, ad- 
ministrative librarian. 


"The Friends will probably play an im- 


portant role in making residents realize 
that the library is for everyone and that 
it has more to offer than just books," she 
said. 


GERALDINE COSBY, former presi- 


dent of The Friends of The Library, be- 
lieves that the organization's member- 
ship will "rapidly increase" once sur- 
rounding unincorporated areas have 
voted to become a part of the Palatine 
Library District this spring. Area resi- 
dents of Palatine Township will vote in a 
referendum this spring on whether to 
join the newly-formed district, "although 
non-Palatine residents have been very 
active in The Friends for a long time," 
Miss Cosby said. 


The first president of the group, Mrs. 


Arthur Filkins, was an Inverness resi- 
dent. Thirty of the original 85 charter 


members are still active in the group, 
and "most of them" aie from areas that 
border Palatine, she said. 


Although the organization's member- 


ship didn't peak until the mid 1960s with 
close to 400 members, the fluctuation in 
the group's membership "hasn't been a 
fair gauge of our activity," said Jane 
Jones, president of the group. 


"We have always been an organization 


that evolves with the need. When the li- 
brary has needed our support, our mem- 
bership has increased and our members 
have done all they can to help the library 
out," she said. 


McELROY, former superintendent of 


High School Dist. 211, said The Friends 
of the Library "is like what a parent- 
teacher association is to the school board 
when something needs to be done. We do 
all those extra little things for the library 
and we assure them community support 
when they need it the most." 


"The Friends followed the library into 


the Masonic Hall (at Palatine and Plum 
Grove roads) when it moved there in 
1951. Then we moved them into the con- 
verted home on Brockway. Now, we will 
support them as they move into their 
first new facility," McElroy said. 


"Libraries and like institutions need 


the kind of support we can give," Mrs. 
Jones said. "It is often difficult to rally 
for help on your own. Not too many large 
groups can say that they have that kind 
of support to depend upon any more. 
But, we arc always trying to live up to 
our name," she said.

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Business feels sting of GOP losses: Chamber leader

Illinois businessmen were warned Thurs- 


day to keep Ihvir hands on (heir wal- 
lets while the Democrat-dominated Illi- 
nois General Aoscmbly is lurking about 
In Springfield. 


At n legislative briefing conducted by 


the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
in Chicago, businessmen also were ad- 
vised to scream loudly for help from 
their few Republican friends remaining 
in Springfield when the legislature starts 
eying their pockctlwoks. 


Addressing more than 150 business 


leaders from the Chicago area, Chamber 


president Lester W. Brann Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 79th 
General Assembly are moves to alter the 
constitutional requirement for an 8-to-5 
ratio between corporate and individual 
state income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget In the next fiscal year. 


Brann said the greatest threat to busi- 


ness in legislative matters during the 
next two years is the Increased influence 
of organized labor. 


WITH DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


the House and thu Senate, Brann pointed 
out that labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


in 90 per cent of the House races in 1964, 
and 62 per cent of Senate races, 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 139 candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of 35-24. 


"\Vo lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly in the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the pastl" 


Brann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual income tux 
rates — but that a scries of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep those tax 
bills at the same level, placing the bur- 
den of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block a statewide referendum 
which 


would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they will think twice about 
raising any taxes," he said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 


ager, Paul Neal, warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget in the next year, although it is 
expressly forbidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget has grown from 


$4.4 billion to $8.4 billion from 1971 to the 
current year, Ncal pointed out, increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes. 


Between fiscal 1971* and fiscal 1975, 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, bi't spend- 
ing climbed by 53 per cent.At ti.at rate, 


Ncal said, the state now is at the point 
where Gov. Daniel Walker's recent pro- 
posed budget of $10.8 billion would ex- 
haust all financial reserves in fiscal 1976. 


But, Neal warned, state Chamber esti- 


mates indicate that Walker has over- 
estimated revenues and underestimated 
spending for the next year. 


Chamber officials warned the business- 


men that they must take an active inter- 
est in legislative matters and remain in 
close contact with their local legislators 
to avert a spate of legislation that will be 
costly to business.

The complaint specifically covers users 


in Mount Prospect, Prospect Heights and 
Wheeling Township.

CITIZENS UTILITIES has 21 days to 


respond to the charges, and the firm will 
be able to enter motions before any hear- 
ing. Normal procedure calls for a pre- 
hearing conference, which will lead to a 
public hearing if the charges are not re- 
solved. 


The pollution-control board can take 


several actions if the charges arc found 
to be valid. Fines and other penalties can 
be imposed, or the board can-offer solu- 
tions to the problems. 


The spokesmen said the action allowed 


by the pollution-control board varies 
from case to case. 


The complaint cites violations of the 


environmental-control act dating to July 
1970 when the act went into effect. 


THE CASE IS SIMILAR to others 


pending against Citizens Utilities in Bo- 
lingbrook and other areas serviced by 
the utility company. Each case, however, 
is being treated separately. 


More than 200 persons attended the 


ICC hearing Monday to complain about 
the quality of service provided by Citi- 
zens Utilities. Residents said their water 
sometimes ranges from gray to red and 
often lias oil slicks, sand and foul odors. 
Others complained of water outages and 
poor water pressure. 


Citizens Utilities also is being studied 


by the ICC to determine the quality of 
service and to reconsider last year's rate 
hikes. A separate request for a sewer- 
rate increase is before the ICC. 


Mount Prospect is conducting its own

Harper faculty members 
get raises averaging 9.7% 


The Harper College board of trustees 


and representatives of the college faculty 
clashed angrily Thursday over what fac- 
ulty members charged was a "trick" 
that will deprive some senior faculty 
members of the full salary increase, 
which was negotiated for-next year. 


The clash came after the board had 


adopted a negotiated salary 
package 


calling for an average 9.7 per cent pay 
increase for faculty for the 1975-76 school 
year. The package provides the faculty

It 
was negotiated by committees of the 
board and faculty. 


The faculty protest began when the 


board discussed an administration rec- 
ommendation that salary ranges for aca- 
demic ranks (instructor, assistant profes- 
sor, etc.) be increased by 6 per cent over 
this year's level. Faculty representatives 
said the 6 per cent increase would mean 
teachers with salaries at the top of their

leaders from the Chicnjjo area. Chamber 


president Lester W Brann Jr. said the 
greatest threats to business from the 79th 
General Assembly are moves to alter the 
constitutional requirement for an 8-to-5 
ratio between corporate and individual 
stale income tax rates, and the threat of 
a deficit budget In the next fiscal year. 


Brann said the greatest threat to busi- 


ness in legislative matters during the 
next two jears is the increased influence 
of organized labor. 


unil DEMOCRATS IN control of both 


the House and the Senate, Brann pointed 
out that labor-endorsed candidates — 
both Democrats and Republicans — won 


in 90 per cent of the House races in 1964, 
and 62 pur cent of Senate races. 


In the House, where Democrats hold a 


101-76 margin, 123 of 139 candidates 
backed by labor were elected. In the Sen- 
ate, 13 of 21 labor candidates were elect- 
ed, contributing to the Democratic ma- 
jority of 35-24. 


"We lost a lot of friends in the last 


election," said Brann, who said that the 
losses hurt particularly in the Senate, 
"where, frankly, business has been able 
to kill some bad bills in the past!" 


Brann warned that there already have 


been proposals to quadruple the rates for 


corporate and individual income tax 
rates — but that a series of exemptions 
on individual rates would keep tho.sc tax 
bills at the same level, placing the but- 
dcn of added income on businesses. 


Presently the income tax rate is 4 per 


cent for corporations and 2.5 per cent for 
individuals. Brann urged businessmen to 
exert their influence on legislators to 
block 
a statewide referendum which 


would allow a change in that ratio. "If 
legislators know they can't raise the cor- 
porate rate without increasing the indi- 
vidual rate, they will think twice about 
raising any taxes," lie said. 


THE CHAMBER'S legislative man- 


ager. Paul Ncal, warned that Illinois 
could wind up with a deficit-spending 
budget in the next year, although il is 
e\pressly foi bidden by the 1970 state con- 
stitution. 


While the state budget has giown from 


S4.4 billion to $8.4 billion from 1971 to the 
cunent >ear, Neal pointed out, increases 
in revenue have not kept pace with 
spending hikes 


Between fiscal 1971 and fiscal 1975. 


revenue rose by 47 per cent, but spend- 
ing climbed by 5T per cent At that rate. 


Ncal said the state now is at the point 
where Gov Daniel Walker's recent pro- 
po-cd budget of S10 8 billion would c\- 
haust all financial le-encs in fiscal 1976 


But Neal warned state Chamber esti- 


mates indicate that Walker has over- 
estimated revenues and underestimated 
spending for the next \ear

Chuck Schwan hns k-cn playing drums 


since the sixth grade. 


That is not unusual for a freshman in 


the Horsey Ill«li School band. Out Chuck 
ha.t hccn deaf since birth. 


Although he has never heard a note, 


Chuck has marched with the band during 
Its many half-lime shows and in the Rose 
Bowl parade. Now that the marching 
season is over, he performs In the con- 
cert band. 


AS V\\\ AS UK is concerned, lie Is Just 


ono of the musicians with the responsi- 
bilities every band member must as- 
sume. Deafness Just happens to be part 
of his life. 


"He's Iwen nblo to do a lot of things 


because he wants to," said his mother, 
Carol Schwan. "Little did I dream when 
he was a baby that he would do nil the 
things he has done." 


She said he got the idea of marching in 


a band wlicn his older sister played the 
flute in the sclwol hands. 


"If something came up he tliought 


looked Interesting he'd try it." she said. 
"He wanted to bo in the band and want- 
ed to play the drums." 


A HIGH SCHOOL girl taught him to 


play drums when the family lived in 
Niles. Mich. At first she was reluctant 
because she was afraid they couldn't 
communicate, Mrs. Schwan said. But the 
girl was willing to take the chance and it 
worked out. 


Since his first experiences with the ju- 


nior high school band in Nlles, he has 
found n way to meet people and be part 
of the "hearing world" through bands, 
Mrs. Schwan said. 


Ho also received support from his fam- 


ily, which is loaded with musician*. An- 


o t h e r sister 
plays 
percussion In- 


struments, his fattier plays the saxo- 
phone and Mrs. Schwan plays the violin. 


The family moved to Arlington Heights 


tills year. Part of the adjustment was 
introducing Chuck to Horsey and In- 
tegrating him into the band. 


Donald Cancva, Horsey band director, 


said he also was concerned about com- 
munication. 


"I'll tell you I was very apprehensive 


at tho time," Caneva said. "How could 
he function in the band? I found out I 
didn't really have to worry." 


CANKVA SAID it Is more difficult for 


blind students to play in a band because 
they have to memorize the music and 
can't see the conductor. 


He said Chuck follows the band vis- 


ually and is more alert than many of the 
regular students. "He really does keep 
one eye on the music and one eye on the 
conductor," Cancva said. 


"Tho kids kind of identify with him 


and watch out for him, but they're nfit 
ovcrprotcctive," Cancva said. "He knows 
more kids in this school by being in the 
band than the other deaf kids. He has ISO 
friends who will come to his aid." 


"The band helps Mm adjust to the 


hearing world and have more friends," 
Mrs. Schwan said. "Anything the deaf 
young people do with hearing people is 
an experience. They learn because they 
have to communicate with them. The 
hearing world is obviously much larger. 
He has to learn to be independent. 


"HE HAS GOTTEN to where he pre- 


fers the hearing world to the deaf 
world," she said. 


Playing In the hand is only one area 


where Chuck broke barriers for deaf 
youngsters. 


When he was younger he participated 


in the local soap box derby in Detroit. He 


FOLLOWING THE BEAT of tho band is a different 
kind of challenge for Chuck Schwan, a membor of 


the Horsey High School concert band. Chuck has 
boon deaf slnco birth but ho joins In the crowd and 


has fun with the group. He must keep visual 
rhythm by following the conductor and bass drum 
vibrations. 


also was active in a "hearing" Boy Scout 
troop and went on a four-week camping 
trip with the troop. Before coming to 
Horsey, he was the only deaf student in 
the Niles junior high school. 


"I think some parents of deaf children 


are afraid that the kid won't make it," 
said Mrs. Schwan. "But others don't 
make it too. You can't always win but 
you can be a part of it." 


Chuck has now decided lie wants to 


play the tympani, which must be tuned 
to various pitches while the band is play- 
ing. 


But Chuck has tackled other "impos- 


sible" feats — and succeeded.
